Lamont earned $26M in 3 years 


Governor, whose income mostly came from capital gains, releases tax returns and urges Stefanowski to do same

HARTFORD — Calling for 
transparency, Connecticut Gov. 
Ned Lamont released three years 
of tax returns Thursday, showing 
that he earned $26 million over the 
period. 

The Greenwich multimillion- 
aire did not show any income from 


his $150,000-per-year position as 
governor because he has declined 
to accept the state salary since 
taking office in January 2019. 

Most of Lamont’s income came 
from capital gains as Wall Street 
has shown substantial increases 
through the years. 

With adjusted gross income of 
$8 million in 2020, for example, 
$7.2 million of Lamont’s total came 


from capital gains. 

The release of the finances 
immediately set off a skirmish 
with Republican Bob Stefanowski, 
a fellow multi-millionaire former 
business executive who is battling 
Lamont in a rematch of their 2018 
race that Lamont won by three 
percentage points. Stefanowski 
pledged to reveal his finances soon 
and criticized Lamont over his. 


Lamont released his returns 
in a controlled environment in 
a conference room with two 
campaign aides at a downtown 
Hartford office tower. He released 
a one-page written summary and 
two pages showing a list of char- 
itable contributions over the past 
three years.

Many districts say they're not ready to make that 
call, but they’re keeping eyes on subvariant surge

When the majority of Connecti-

Orders soldiers to 
seal off steel mill, 
wait for surrender

KYIV, Ukraine — Russian 
President Vladimir Putin 
claimed victory Thursday in 
the battle for Mariupol despite 
an estimated 2,000 Ukrainian 
fighters still holed up in a giant 
steel mill, ordering his troops 
not to storm the stronghold but 
to seal it off “so that not even a 
fly comes through.” 

Putin expressed concern 
for the lives of Russian troops 
in deciding against sending 
them in to clear out the sprawl- 
ing Azovstal steel mill, where 
the die-hard defenders were 
hiding in a maze of under- 
ground passageways. 

Putin’s comments came as 
satellite images showed more 
than 200 new graves in a town 
where Ukrainian officials say 
the Russians have been bury- 
ing Mariupol residents killed in 
the fighting. The imagery, from 
Maxar Technologies, shows 
long rows of graves stretching 
away from an existing ceme- 
tery in the town of Manhush, 
outside Mariupol. 

Mariupol Mayor Vadym 
Boychenko accused the 
Russians of “hiding their mili- 
tary crimes” by taking the 
bodies of civilians from the city 
and burying them in Manhush. 

After nearly two lethal 
months of bombardment that

Bill regulating workplace meetings moves to House 


Legislation would 
protect workers 
from intimidation

Legislation forbid- 
ding bosses from compel- 
ling workers to attend or 
participate in meetings 
about employers’ views 
on political or religious 
matters passed the Senate 
on a bipartisan vote Thurs- 
day, again advancing in the 
General Assembly where 
previous versions have 
appeared and disappeared 
for more than a decade. 

The legislation, which 
passed 23-11, with two 
Republicans voting with 
majority Democrats, moves 
to the House of Represen- 
tatives. 

After failing for years, 
it could win final passage 
before the legislature 
adjourns May 4: House

Reporters were not 
allowed to leave the room 
with copies of the actual 
tax returns, which could be 
viewed but not copied.

It then 
reached a 52-week high of 
$15.21. As of the closing bell 
Thursday, Sema4 was trad- 
ing on the Nasdaq at $2.26 
per share — meaning that 
investors who have contin- 
ued to hold the shares 
since opening day have not 
made money.

Staying ‘vigilant’ 

Hartford Public Schools is 
“closely monitoring COVID- 
19 trends” in the district and 
the city, says district spokes- 
person Julia Skrobak, and so 
far school officials are only 
seeing a “very slight uptick” 
in cases. 

“As we said when we 
made masks optional on 
March 28, we will continue 
to be mask optional as long 
as COVID-19 remains under 
control in our district,’ Skro- 
bak said. 

It’s too soon to know 
whether last week’s spring 
break will lead to an increase 
in cases this week, Skrobak 
said. 

“Many of our students 
and staff still choose to 
wear masks in school, and 
we encourage everyone to 
do whatever makes them 
comfortable,” Skrobak said.

It was news Saeed said he’d 
feared hearing his entire life. 

Their sister, Mariyann 
Soulemane, was overseas 
for a study abroad program 
when she heard the news 
that her hopes of seeing her 
baby brother grow up, go 
to college and get married 
were no longer. 

Their mother, Omo 
Klusum Mohammed, was in 
Uganda visiting family, 7,000 
miles away. 

Having moved from 
Uganda to the Bronx, New 
York, and then to Connecti- 
cut for a safer life for her 
children, Mohammed said 
she remembers answering a 
call from her eldest son and 
just hearing him scream. 

“Mommy, mommy, the 
police shot Mubarak,” she 
heard through his sobs. 

She boarded a flight the 
next day and spent 12 hours 
on the plane hoping that 
somehow her son would still 
be alive when she landed. 

“I was hoping that it 
wasn’t true, that it didn’t 
happen, that I was coming to 
see Mubarak,’ she said. “But 
that didn’t happen.” 

Since the Jan. 15, 2020, 
shooting, the Soulemane 
family has been grappling 
with their grief while fight- 
ing for justice. They wanted 
North, a five-year veteran 
of the Connecticut State 
Police, to be held account- 
able for Mubarak’s death. 

On Wednesday, they said 
they felt the weight they’ve 
been bearing on their shoul- 
ders since that night lift 
just a little bit. Connecticut 
Inspector General Robert 
J. Devlin Jr. released a 
133-page report detail- 
ing the night Soulemane 
died — most notably the 
60 seconds between when 
Soulemane took exit 43 off 
of Interstate 95 and when 
North fired his weapon. 

Ultimately, Devlin 
concluded that North used 
unjustified deadly force. 

The trooper from 
Middletown turned himself 
in Tuesday on a warrant 
charging him with first-de- 
gree manslaughter with a 
firearm. North was released 
on a $50,000 bond and is 
scheduled to be arraigned in 
Superior Court in Milford 
on May 3. He faces up to 20 
years in prison if convicted.

have largely reduced Mari- 
upol to a smoking ruin, 
Russian forces appear to 
control the rest of the stra- 
tegic southern city, includ- 
ing its vital but now badly 
damaged port. 

But a few thousand 
Ukrainian troops, by 
Moscow’s estimate, have 
stubbornly held out for 
weeks at the steel plant, 
despite a pummeling from 
Russian forces and repeated 
demands for their surren- 
der. About 1,000 civilians 
were also trapped there, 
according to Ukrainian offi- 
cials. 

Instead of sending troops 
in to finish off the defenders 
in a potentially bloody fron- 
tal assault, Russia appar- 


be vigilant in monitoring 
the numbers,” said Lorna 
Thomas-Farquharson, West 
Hartford Board of Education 
chair. “We’re continuing to 
maintain the mask-optional 
state, continuing to main- 
tain the mitigation strate- 
gies like hand washing and 
social distancing and all of 
those pieces. We shall see 
what is to come, if there is a 
need to intervene.” 

In East Hartford, a school 
mask mandate “is not some- 
thing we are considering,’ 
said Laura Roberts, a district 
spokesperson. 

About 50% of East Hart- 
ford students continue 
to wear masks each day, 
Roberts said. There are only 
five active cases within East 
Hartford schools, according 
to district data. 

Voluntary mask-wear- 
ing is much less common 
in Glastonbury Public 
Schools, according to Alan 
Bookman, district superin- 
tendent. Only about 5% of 
students continue to mask, 
down from roughly 35% to 
40% that chose to continue 
immediately after the 
mandate was dropped. 

The district currently 
has 27 students and 11 staff 
out with positive cases — a 


modest uptick in positive 
cases as students and staff 
return from April vacation. 
During the January peak, 
more than 100 students 
were out sick. 

“Tt’s still at a low enough 
level [now] that we’re not 
considering reinstating the 
masks at this time, but we’re 
watching very carefully. We 
watch it every single week,” 
Bookman said. 


Lack of data 


After months of impas- 
sioned debates at school 
board meetings over issues 
related to vaccines and 
masks, public health experts 
agree that districts are ina 
difficult spot when it comes 
to making COVID-related 
decisions. 

A lack of robust, reliable 
data makes mask decisions 
difficult even from a public 
health perspective, argues 
Jody Terranova, assistant 
professor of pediatrics at 
UConn and president-elect 
of the Connecticut chapter 
of the American Academy of 
Pediatrics. 

“It’s such a challenge 
right now, because I think 
we don’t have metrics to 
look at like we did before,” 


Terranova said. 

Schools are no longer 
required to conduct contact 
tracing, and most have 
stopped or slowed down 
testing. Rapid at-home tests 
have become more popular, 
but the state doesn’t collect 
cases identified through that 
method. 

Districts can still get a 
rough idea of how many 
students and staff are out 
sick with the COVID-19 
through absences: Students 
who test positive are still 
asked to quarantine for 
five days, and parents are 
asked to let schools know 
the reason for their child’s 
absence. 

As of Tuesday, there 
were 51 individuals in West 
Hartford Public Schools 
currently with confirmed 
positive cases in quarantine. 
That’s fewer than the school 
had in isolation following 
the January surge driven by 
the omicron variant, but is 
an increase from the eight 
active cases reported in late 
February, when the school 
mask mandate was dropped. 


More factors 


Reduced reporting 
doesn’t mean these metrics 
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shouldn’t be watched, 
said Dr. Ulysses Wu, chief 
epidemiologist at Hartford 
HealthCare. 

Districts should still 
monitor hospitalizations, 
case counts and positivity 
rates, which Wu said serve 
as the “proverbial canary in 
the coal mine” for increases 
in other metrics. 

“The wastewater, hospi- 
talizations, ICUs, ventila- 
tors, deaths, they tend to 
mimic and parallel each 
other,” Wu said. 

“These are all measures 
they can use to make 
informed decisions on what 
they should do with their 
mandates.” 

Vaccination rates, which 
vary across Connecticut 
and tend to lag behind for 
school-aged children, are 
also important to consider 
during upticks in COVID-19 
prevalence. 

Only 42.2% of children 
ages 5-11 are fully vacci- 
nated, according to state 
data. 

And while vaccination 
rates are generally lower 
among people of color, 
the disparities are most 
pronounced at younger 
ages. More than half of 
white children ages 5-11 are 
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fully vaccinated, compared 
to 37.6% of Hispanic chil- 
dren and 28.5% of Black 
children. 

School mask mandates 
lasted longest in Connecti- 
cut’s cities, where more 
people of color live, leading 
some to raise concerns over 
health inequality. 

In Hartford, where the 
mask mandate was kept in 
place until March 28, only 
22.6% of children ages 5-11 
are fully vaccinated. In New 
Haven, the only district in 
Connecticut that contin- 
ues to require masks, the 
number is 28%. 

Even in the absence of 
universal masking, Wu said 
other mitigation strategies 
remain important. Social 
distancing, hand washing 
and improved air ventila- 
tion reduce transmission 
even in mask-optional envi- 
ronments. 

“It’s not binary. It’s not 
like we can’t do anything or 
we have to do everything. 
It depends on the circum- 
stance, and people need to 
really understand that,” Wu 
said.

“It’s been over two years 
of complete agony, constant 
protest, grief and frustra- 
tion. But as of Wednesday 
my family will breathe just 
a little bit,’ said Mariyann 
Soulemane during a press 
conference Thursday at the 
scene of the shooting. 

Supporters of the family 
held signs with photos and 
drawings of Mubarak and 
chanted his name. 

“We miss him every 
day and it still saddens us 
that this senseless murder 
took place. The real justice 
would be having him here 
with us today,” she said. 
“But this, this is a step in the 
right direction.” 

According to the report 
released Wednesday, 
Soulemane’s behavior in 
the hours leading up to the 
shooting was unusual and 
dangerous. 

He tried to steal an 
iPhone from an AT&T store, 
assaulted a Lyft driver and 
stole a car. He led police on 
a high-speed chase, armed 
with a kitchen knife. 


ently intends to maintain 
the siege and wait for the 
fighters to surrender when 
they run out of food or 
ammunition. 

Boychenko rejected any 
notion that Mariupol had 
fallen into Russian hands. 

“The city was, is and 
remains Ukrainian,’ he 
declared. 

“Today our brave 
warriors, our heroes, are 
defending our city.” 

The capture of Mariupol 
would represent the Krem- 
lin’s biggest victory yet of 
the war in Ukraine.

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Biden sends $1.3B in aid to Ukraine 


Heavy weapons on 
the way; Congress 
to get added request

WASHINGTON — Pres- 
ident Joe Biden pledged 
an additional $1.3 billion 
Thursday for new weapons 
and economic assistance to 
help Ukraine in its strong 
but increasingly difficult 
battle against the Russian 
invasion, and he promised 
to seek much more from 
Congress to keep the guns, 
ammunition and cash flow- 
ing. 

The latest military aid, 
Biden said, will be sent 
“directly to the front lines of 
freedom.” 

“(Vladimir) Putin is bank- 
ing on us losing interest,’ 
Biden said. The Russian 
president is betting that 
“Western unity will crack ... 
and once again we’re going 
to prove him wrong.” 

The new package includes 
$800 million in military aid 
for much-needed heavy 
artillery, 144,000 rounds of 
ammunition and drones for 
the escalating battle in the 
Donbas region of eastern 
Ukraine. It builds on roughly 
$2.6 billion in military assis- 
tance that Biden previously 
approved. 

There’s also a fresh $500 
million in direct economic 
assistance to Ukraine 
for government sala- 
ries, pensions and other 
programs. That raises the 
total U.S. economic support 
to $1 billion since Russia’s 
invasion began nearly two 
months ago. 

Biden underscored a need 


for the United States and 
Western allies to remain 
resolved in their support 
for Ukraine amid signs that 
Americans may becoming 
more wary of the war. 

A poll published Thurs- 
day by Associated Press- 
NORC Center for Public 
Affairs Research shows 
Americans’ desire to get 
involved has waned some- 
what. Some 32% say the 
U.S. should have a major 
role in the conflict. That’s 
down from 40% last month, 
though it’s slightly higher 
than the 26% who said so in 
February. An additional 49% 
say the U.S. should have a 
minor role. 

The president also 


announced that Russian- 
affiliated ships would be 
barred from U.S. ports, 
though that appeared to be 
largely symbolic. Russian 
ships bring a tiny amount 
of the cargo unloaded in the 
US., and “my guess is that 
.. a decent chunk of that 
was tankers transporting 
Russian oil which is now 
banned anyway,’ said Colin 
Grabow, a research fellow 
who studies trade at the 
Cato Institute. 

Overall, Biden said that 
$6.5 billion in security 
assistance that Congress 
approved last month as part 
of a $13.6 billion package 
for Ukraine could soon be 
“exhausted.” 


US unveils new plan for 
refugees fleeing Ukraine 


Informal popular 
route via Mexico 


to be scaled back

WASHINGTON — The 
Biden administration is 
making it easier for refu- 
gees fleeing Russia’s war 
on Ukraine to come to the 
United States from Europe 
while trying to shut down 
an informal route through 
northern Mexico that has 
emerged in recent weeks. 

Under a program 
announced Thursday, the 
U.S. will streamline refu- 
gee applications for Ukrai- 
nians and others fleeing the 
fighting, but will no longer 
routinely grant entry to 
those who show up at the 
U.S.-Mexico border seeking 
asylum. 

Volunteers, many from 
American churches, were 
shuttling Ukrainians froma 
shelter in Tijuana, Mexico, 
to the closest border cross- 
ing as news spread of plans 
to discourage a means of 
entering the U.S. taken by 
thousands of refugees since 
the invasion ordered by 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin began Feb. 24.

Jaaniste, who was at the 
shelter to get her niece and 
her niece’s 12-year-old 
daughter after they fled 
Kyiv.

Liz Cheney of 
Wyoming, Michigan Secre- 
tary of State Jocelyn Benson, 
Arizona House Speaker 
Rusty Bowers and Fulton

Moss. 


The award, named after 
Kennedy’s 1957 Pulit- 
zer Prize-winning book, 
“Profiles in Courage,’ was 
created by his family to 
honor public figures who 
embrace unpopular posi- 
tions for the greater good.”

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Chernobyl a ‘nightmare’ scenario 


Invasion risked a 
catastrophe worse 
than 1986 disaster

CHERNOBYL, Ukraine 
— Here in the dirt of one of 
the world’s most radioactive 
places, Russian soldiers dug 
trenches. 

Ukrainian officials worry 
they were, in effect, digging 
their own graves. 

Dozens of tanks and thou- 
sands of troops rumbled 
into the forested Chernobyl 
exclusion zone in the earli- 
est hours of Russia’s inva- 
sion of Ukraine in February, 
churning up contaminated 
soil from the site of the 1986 
accident that was the world’s 
worst nuclear disaster. 

For more than a month, 
some Russian soldiers 
bunked in the earth within 
sight of the massive struc- 
ture built to contain radiation 
from the damaged Cher- 


nobyl nuclear reactor. A close 
inspection of their trenches 
was impossible because even 
walking on the dirt is discour- 
aged. 

As the 36th anniversary 
of the April 26, 1986, disas- 
ter approaches and Russia’s 
invasion continues, it’s clear 
that Chernobyl — a relic of 
the Cold War — was never 
prepared for this. 

With scientists and others 
watching in disbelief from 
afar, Russian forces flew over 
the long-closed plant, ignor- 
ing the restricted airspace 
around it. They held person- 
nel still working at the plant at 
gunpoint during a marathon 
shift of more than a month, 
with employees sleeping 
on tabletops and eating just 
twice a day. 

Even now, weeks after 
the Russians left, “I need to 
calm down,’ the plant’s main 
security engineer, Valerii 
Semenov, said. He worked 35 
days straight, sleeping only 
three hours a night, rationing 
cigarettes and staying on even 
after the Russians allowed a 


ROBERT MORSE 1931-2022 


Tony winner played corporate 
climber in ‘How to Succeed ..’

NEW YORK — Actor 
Robert Morse, who won a 
Tony Award as a hilariously 
brash corporate climber in 
“How to Succeed in Busi- 
ness Without Really Trying” 
and a second one a genera- 
tion later as the brilliant, 
troubled Truman Capote in 
“Tru,” died Wednesday at 
age 90. 

Morse died at his home 
after a brief illness, said 
David Shaul of BRS/Gage 
Talent Agency. 

The boyishly handsome 
Morse first made his name 
on Broadway in the 1950s 





and landed some roles in 
Hollywood comedies in the 
1960s. 

“I consider myself an 
actor — shyly,’ he told the 
Los Angeles Times in 1964. 
“T love acting. It’s a great use 
of body and mind... With all 
humility, you hope that you 
are doing something worth- 
while” 

More recently, he played 
the autocratic and eccen- 
tric leader of an advertis- 
ing agency in “Mad Men,” 
AMC’s hit drama that 
debuted in 2007. The role 
earned him an Emmy nomi- 
nation in 2008 as best guest 
actor in a drama series. 

“He radiated a wicked joy;

“T was afraid they would 
install something and damage 
the system,” he said.

accident, sometimes with no 
protection, Harms and others 
were shocked at the Russian 
soldiers’ disregard for safety, 
or their ignorance, in the 
recent invasion. 

Some soldiers even stole 
highly radioactive materials 
as souvenirs or possibly to 
sell. 

“T think from movies they 
have the imagination that all 
dangerous small things are 
very valuable,” Shevchuck 
said. 

He believes hundreds 
or thousands of soldiers 
damaged their health, likely 
with little idea of the conse- 
quences, despite plant 
workers’ warnings to their 
commanders. 

“Most of the soldiers were 
around 20 years old,’ he said. 
“All these actions proves that 
their management, and in 
Russia in general, human life 
equals like zero?” 

In normal times, about 
6,000 people work in the 
zone, about half of them at 
the nuclear plant.

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Gun safety activists lament inaction 


Dems’ agenda with 
control of Congress, 
White House stalls

NEW YORK — Democrats 
have spent years pledging 
to address the gun violence 
that plagues communities 
across the U.S. But a surge 
of mass shootings over the 
weekend that left dozens 
wounded and two dead 
served as a reminder of 
how little they have accom- 
plished since taking control 
of Washington 15 months 
ago. 

The struggle for the Biden 
administration and Demo- 
crats in Congress to enact 
any meaningful legislation to 
enhance gun safety reflects 
how the party’s ambitious 
agenda has been frustrat- 
ingly stunted by internal 
squabbling, the persistence 
of the pandemic and the 
war in Ukraine. The almost 
complete Republican oppo- 
sition to Democratic priori- 
ties, including gun rules, has 
hobbled a party with razor- 
thin majorities in the House 
and Senate. 

But that’s little solace to 
gun safety advocates and 
tens of thousands of shoot- 
ing victims who were told 
Democrats would reduce 
gun violence if given the 
chance to govern. In an 
already difficult election 
year, the inaction threatens 
to further undermine the 
coalition of young people, 
women, voters of color and 
independents who helped 
deliver Joe Biden the pres- 
idency in 2020 and will 
be needed again if Demo- 
crats are to hold control of 
Congress. 

“’m just angry,” said 
David Hogg, a gun safety 
activist who survived the 
2018 shooting that killed 17 
people at Marjory Stoneman 
Douglas High School in 
Parkland, Florida. “We took 
the House and then we took 
the Senate and now we have 
the White House, too, and

still, nothing is changing.” 

Rep. Lucy McBath, D-Ga., 
whose son was shot to death 
nearly a decade ago, encour- 
aged those frustrated with 
the pace of progress to be 
patient. She likened the fight 
to reduce gun violence to her 
parents’ fight for civil rights 
a generation earlier. 

“Change doesn’t come as 
quickly as we ever want it 
to happen. Because under- 
stand, this is a culture that 
we’re having to change,” 
McBath said. “I know that 
we’re making real progress 
on this issue. The fact that I 
am actually in Washington, 
and I was elected in Georgia 
with a gun violence policy 
agenda ... tells you there is 
progress.” 

Yet McBath’s return to 
Congress next year is far 
from assured. She’s locked 
in a competitive primary 
against Rep. Carolyn 
Bourdeaux in a redrawn 
district in Atlanta’s north- 
east suburbs. 

Meanwhile, White House 
aides insist that Biden is 


doing all he can to keep the 
issue of gun violence front 
and center. 

Last week, the Demo- 
cratic president signed an 
executive order to crack 
down on untraceable “ghost 
guns.” He also devoted part 
of his first State of the Union 
speech to gun violence and 
called for major increases in 
police funding in his 2023 
budget proposal. 

But some of those same 
progressives who cheered 
the president’s efforts insist 
he and his party are not 
doing enough. 

“It’s appalling, it’s horri- 
fying, it’s so very sad and 
embarrassing that this is 
just continuing and getting 
worse,” said Mark Barden, 
whose 7-year-old son, Daniel, 
was among 26 students and 
educators killed in a shooting 
at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in 2012. 

Barden now serves 
as co-founder and CEO 
of Sandy Hook Promise 
Action Fund, one of the gun 
violence prevention groups 


that emerged over the last 
decade to help counter the 
gun lobby’s influence on 
policy and politics. 

“Congress needs to step 
up and get to work,” Barden 
said. 

Democrats’ frustration 
around gun violence preven- 
tion is not new. 

After the Sandy Hook 
shooting, President Barack 
Obama tried and failed to 
convince Congress to enact 
popular gun safety measures 
like universal background 
checks and an assault 
weapon ban. 

There’s little sign now 
that the Democrats who 
control Congress will send 
gun safety measures to 
Biden’s desk anytime soon. 

The House passed legis- 
lation last year to expand 
background checks to 
include private and online 
sales, including at gun 
shows. But Senate Demo- 
cratic leaders haven’t yet 
scheduled their version of 
the legislation for a vote. 
And facing near-unanimous

Florida House vote imperils 
Disney's private government

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. 
— The Florida House of 
Representatives on Thurs- 
day gave final passage to 
a bill that would dissolve 
Walt Disney World’s 
private government, hand- 
ing Republican Gov. Ron 
DeSantis a victory in his 
feud with the entertain- 
ment giant over its opposi- 
tion toa measure that critics 
have dubbed the “Don’t Say 
Gay” law. 

The move could have 
huge tax implications for 
Disney, whose series of 
theme parks have trans- 
formed Orlando into one 
of the world’s most popu- 
lar tourist destinations, and 
serves to further sour the 
relationship between the 
Republican-led government 
and a major political player 
in the state. Disney did not 
return an email seeking 
comment Thursday. 

For DeSantis, the attack 
on Disney is his latest salvo 
ina culture war waged over 
policies involving race, 
gender and the coronavi- 
rus, battles that have made 
him one of the most popular 
GOP politicians in the coun- 
try and a likely 2024 presi- 


dential candidate. 

The bill passed by the 
Legislature on Thurs- 
day would eliminate the 
Reedy Creek Improvement 
District, as the 55-year- 
old Disney government is 
known, as well as a hand- 
ful of other similar districts 
by June 2023. The measure 
does allow for the districts 
to be reestablished, leav- 
ing an avenue to renegoti- 
ate its future. The bill now 
moves to DeSantis’ office to 
be signed into law. 

The voting ended a bitter, 
three-day special legislative 
session in which lawmak- 
ers were tasked with pass- 
ing a new congressional 
map drawn by DeSantis but 
also took up the Disney bill 
at the governor’s request. 
Tensions erupted Thursday 
as Democrats staged a sit-in 
protest on the House floor 
against the map, prompting 
Republicans to walk out 
briefly. 

Opponents of the new 
map chanted phrases about 
the suppression of Black 
voters as GOP lawmakers 
returned and passed both 
bills 

The dispute with the 
company began with 
Disney’s criticism of a new 
law barring instruction 


on sexual orientation and 
gender identity in kinder- 
garten through third grade 
as well as instruction that 
is not “age appropriate or 
developmentally appropri- 
ate.” 

In March, Disney said 
it would suspend politi- 
cal donations in the state 
and added that it would 
in turn support organiza- 
tions working to oppose 
the new law. DeSantis and 
his fellow Republicans then 
lashed out at Disney, and 
have defended the law as 
reasonable. 

“Disney and other 
woke corporations won’t 
get away with peddling 
their unchecked pressure 
campaigns any longer,” 
DeSantis wrote in a fund- 
raising pitch Wednesday. 
“If we want to keep the 
Democrat machine and 
their corporate lapdogs 
accountable, we have to 
stand together now.” 

Democrats have criti- 
cized the Disney proposal 
as clear retaliation against 
the company and warned 
that local homeowners 
could get hit with big tax 
bills if they have to absorb 
bond debt from Disney — 
although such details are 
far from clear. 


GOP opposition, Democrats 
would need support from 
at least 10 Republicans in a 
50-50 Senate to overcome 
any filibuster. 

Sen. Chris Murphy, 
D-Conn., tried to bring the 
background check bill up 
for a Senate vote in Decem- 
ber, but that effort failed 
when Republicans objected. 
Democratic Sen. Joe 
Manchin of West Virginia 
also opposes the House bill. 

Asked whether Senate 
Majority Leader Chuck 
Schumer would bring gun 
safety legislation up for 
a vote, an aide pointed to 
comments the New York 
Democrat made in February. 

“Sen. Murphy had been 
trying to work with Repub- 
licans to get 60 votes. He 
hasn’t given up on those 
efforts, although they’ve 
not gotten that far. But we’re 
going to keep pursuing back- 
ground checks,” Schumer 
said at the time. 

In the meantime, more 
Americans are dying from 
gun-related injuries than 


ever before. 

In 2020, the most recent 
year for which federal data 
is available, 19,384 people 
were killed in gun homi- 
cides — a35% increase from 
the previous year and the 
largest one-year increase 
in gun homicides on record. 

Republicans have over- 
whelmingly opposed gun 
control measures, casting 
any tightening of current 
law as a threat to the consti- 
tutionally protected right 
to bear arms. The GOP has 
instead called for stron- 
ger policing and more gun 
ownership to combat the 
crime surge. 

At the same time, Repub- 
licans have seized on the 
spike in violent crime under 
the broad umbrella of public 
safety as a wedge issue to 
reshape how voters view 
gun violence. Republicans 
did well across Virginia, 
New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania in last fall’s 
off-year elections with 
public safety as one of their 
primary talking points. 

And the gun lobby is 
convinced that public 
safety concerns will help 
its Republican allies retake 
the House, if not the Senate, 
this fall. 

“We see a lot of oppor- 
tunity” heading into the 
midterms, said National 
Rifle Association spokes- 
person Andrew Arulanan- 
dam. “Whether the gun 
control lobby realizes it or 
not, there’s an increased 
appreciation and realiza- 
tion in this country that 
gun control does not make 
people safer.” 

The NRA has celebrated 
Sweeping successes at 
the state level in its push 
to allow people to carry 
concealed weapons with- 
out a license. Republi- 
can lawmakers in nine 
states enacted such laws 
since Democrats came to 
power in Washington in 
2021. Overall, 25 states no 
longer require gun owners 
to have a permit to carry 
a concealed weapon in 
public. 


Israelis, Palestinians trade 
fire as violence intensifies

TEL AVIV, Israel — Isra- 
el’s air force and Palestin- 
ian militants traded fire 
across the Gaza frontier 
early Thursday as clashes 
erupted again at Jerusa- 
lem’s most sensitive holy 
site, worsening an escala- 
tion that has been similar 
to the lead-up to last year’s 
Israel-Gaza conflict. 

The Gaza violence, fueled 
by the unrest between 
Israeli police and Palestin- 
ians in Jerusalem, appears 
to be the heaviest cross-bor- 
der fighting since last year’s 
11-day conflict and comes 
despite efforts to prevent a 
repeat. A rocket fired from 
Gaza earlier this week 
was the first to have been 
launched since last year. 

The latest Israeli-Pal- 
estinian tensions boiled 
over after a series of deadly 
attacks by Palestinians 
against Israelis, which then 
sparked dayslong, some- 
times lethal, arrest raids by 
the military in a flashpoint 
West Bank city and spread 
into daily clashes in Jerusa- 
lem. This year, the Muslim 
holy month of Ramadan has 
coincided with Passover, a 
time of heightened religious 
observances and visits by 
large numbers of people to 
Jerusalem. 

Palestinian militants 
fired two rockets toward 
Israel from the Gaza Strip 
late Wednesday and early 
Thursday, and Israeli 
aircraft hit militant targets 
in the seaside enclave. One 
rocket landed in the south- 
ern Israeli city of Sderot, a 
frequent target, and another 
fell short and landed in 
Gaza, the Israeli military 
said. The launches set off 
air-raid sirens across parts 
of southern Israel. 

Early Thursday, Israeli 
warplanes conducted 
airstrikes in the central 
Gaza Strip, local media 
reported. Social media 
posts by activists showed 
smoke billowing in the air. 
The Israeli military said

the airstrikes were aimed 
at a militant site and the 
entrance of a tunnel leading 
to an underground complex 
holding chemicals to make 
rockets. 

The military later said 
its planes attacked another 
Hamas compound after 
an antiaircraft missile was 
fired from Gaza. It said the 
missile failed to hit its target 
and no injuries or damage 
were reported. 

In Jerusalem, Israeli 
police said dozens of 
masked protesters holed up 
in the Al-Aqsa Mosque early 
Thursday, sealed the doors 
and began throwing rocks 
and firecrackers. Police said 
they attempted to disperse 
the Palestinians using “riot 
dispersal means,’ without 
elaborating, and that forces 
did not enter the mosque 
itself. 

A Palestinian official from 
the Wagqf, which admin- 
isters the site, said large 
numbers of police used stun 
grenades to clear out the 
site. He said police also fired 
stun grenades and rubber- 
coated bullets against Pales- 
tinians who had sealed 
themselves inside the 
mosque. The official spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because he was not autho- 
rized to discuss the incident 
with the media. 

The Palestinian Red 
Crescent said 20 people 


were injured, one critically. 

Similar clashes have 
taken place throughout the 
week, while fiercer ones 
broke out at the site earlier 
this month, wounding more 
than 150 Palestinians and 
three police officers. 

The Palestinians have 
accused Israeli police of 
using excessive force at 
the holy site, and Palestin- 
ian social media have been 
filled with videos showing 
Israeli forces striking what 
appear to be unarmed Pales- 
tinians, including women. 

Police say Palestinians 
instigate the violence and 
have released their own 
videos showing young 
Palestinian men throwing 
rocks and fireworks toward 
the security forces. 

To Palestinians, the 
Israeli police presence at 
the site is the unwelcome 
result of Israeli occupation, 
and confrontations there 
with police, regardless of 
who starts them, are seen 
as legitimate resistance 
against an occupying power. 

They fear that the police’s 
recent facilitation of Jewish 
prayer at the site, against 
decades of convention, is 
the latest effort to weaken 
Muslim access to and over- 
sight over one of Islam’s 
most sacred places.

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13 Nassar victims seek

DETROIT — Thirteen 
sexual assault victims of 
Larry Nassar are seeking $10 
million each from the FBI, 
claiming a bungled investi- 
gation by agents led to more 
abuse by the sports doctor, 
lawyers said Thursday. 

It’s an effort to make the 
government responsible 
for assaults that occurred 
after July 2015. The Justice 
Department’s inspector 
general concluded that the 
FBI made fundamental 
errors when it became aware 
of allegations against Nassar 
that year. 

Nassar was a Michigan 
State University sports doctor 
as well as a doctor at USA 
Gymnastics. He is serving 
decades in prison for assault- 
ing female athletes, includ- 
ing medal-winning Olympic 
gymnasts. 

“This was not a case involv- 
ing fake 20 dollar bills or 
tax cheats,” attorney Jamie 
White said. “These were alle- 
gations of a serial rapist who 
was known to the FBI as the 
Olympic U.S. doctor with 
unfettered access to young 
women.” 

Nassar, he added, contin- 
ued a “reign of terror for 17 
unnecessary months.” 

Indianapolis-based USA 
Gymnastics told local FBI 
agents in 2015 that three 
gymnasts said they were 
assaulted by Nassar. But the 
FBI did not open a formal 
investigation or inform 
federal or state authorities in 
Michigan, according to the 
inspector general’s report. 

Los Angeles FBI agents in 
2016 began a sexual tourism 
investigation against Nassar 
and interviewed several 
victims but also didn’t alert 
Michigan authorities, the 
inspector general said. 

The FBI declined to 
comment Thursday but 
referred to Director Chris- 
topher Wray’s remarks to 


Congress about how the 
matter was poorly handled. 

White said more than 100 
women were assaulted after 
July 2015, and he expects 
other lawyers will file claims 
against the FBI. Nassar wasn’t 
arrested until November 2016 
during an investigation by 
Michigan State University 
police. 

Michigan State University, 
which was also accused of 
missing chances over many 
years to stop Nassar, agreed 
to pay $500 million to more 
than 300 women and girls 
who were assaulted. USA 
Gymnastics and the USS. 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Committee made a $380 
million settlement. 


Routine vaccinations: A 
smaller portion of U.S. chil- 
dren got routine vaccinations 
required for kindergarten 
during the pandemic, govern- 
ment researchers said Thurs- 
day, raising concerns that 
measles and other prevent- 
able diseases could increase. 

Rates were close to 94% 
for measles, whooping cough 
and chickenpox vaccinations 
for the 2020-21 school year. 
That was down 1% from a 
year earlier and means 35,000 
US. children entered kinder- 
garten without evidence 
that they were vaccinated 
for extremely contagious 
diseases, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion said in a report. 

In addition, almost 
400,000 fewer children than 
expected entered kinder- 
garten and their vaccination 
status is uncertain, the CDC 
said. 

Pandemic-related disrup- 
tions likely contributed to 
the decline, the report said, 
as pediatricians canceled 
non-emergency appoint- 
ments, parents skipped 
checkups for their children 
and vaccine requirements 
were eased for students doing 
remote learning.

Assistant Prosecutor Kelly 
Collins said the state Center 
for Forensic Psychiatry has 
completed areport about the 
teen’s mental health status at 
the time of the shooting and 
whether he could be held 
criminally responsible. The 
conclusion wasn’t disclosed 
in court. 


Deadly Afghan blasts: A 
series of explosions across 
Afghanistan on Thurs- 
day killed at least 10 people 
and wounded scores more, 
according to police and 
hospital officials. 

No one immediately took 
responsibility for the deadly 
explosions, but the attackers 
mostly targeted the country’s 
minority Shiite Muslims. 


The worst of the three 
attacks occurred in north- 
ern Mazar-e-Sharif where 
at least 10 worshippers were 
killed as they knelt in prayer, 
said Dr. Ghawsuddin Anwari, 
head of the main hospital in 
northern Mazar-e-Sharif.

UK probe: British lawmakers

Warner Bros. Discovery has decided to 
shut down CNN+, the ballyhooed stream- 
ing service that had been intended to bring 
CNN into the digital future, just weeks after 
its splashy debut.

March, is set to cease operations April 30. 

Andrew Morse, CNN’s chief digital offi- 
cer and a key architect of the streaming 
strategy, will also step down. 

“While today’s decision is incredibly 
difficult, it is the right one for the long- 
term success of CNN,” Chris Licht, incom- 
ing president of CNN, wrote in a memo. “It 
allows us to refocus resources on the core 
products that drive our singular focus: 
further enhancing CNN’s journalism and 
its reputation as a global news leader.” 

Lichtalso held an all-hands meeting 
among CNN¢ staffers Thursday. 

The shutdown is a stunning end to an 
operation into which CNN had sunk tens 
of millions of dollars, from an aggressive 
nationwide marketing campaign to adding 
hundreds of new employees to hiring big, 


high-priced media stars, including former 
“Fox News Sunday” anchor Chris Wallace 
and former NPR co-host Audie Cornish. 

But the service’s fortunes changed after 
CNN’s former parent, WarnerMedia — 
owner of TV powerhouse HBO and storied 
Warner Bros. film studio — completed its 
merger with Discovery, home to reality TV 
hits such as “90 Day Fiance.” 

Since the merger closed earlier this 
month, doubts have swirled over the future 
of CNN+, which was promoted to CNN 
employees and subscribers as the future of 
the network. 

Executives from Discovery, includ- 
ing CEO David Zaslav, are beginning to 
impose their designs on the newly formed 
company, which is called Warner Bros. 
Discovery, putting in place a new manage- 
ment team. 

WarnerMedia CEO Jason Kilar and Ann 
Sarnoff, the top executive of the Warner- 
Media Studios, have both announced their 
departures from the company. 

CNN had planned to spend more than $1 
billion on CNN+ over four years, according 
to people familiar with the matter, budget- 
ing for 500 additional employees, including 
producers, engineers and programmers. 


But the newly formed company has its 
own corporate priorities that could conflict 
with the big spending of CNN+. As part of 
its deal with former WarnerMedia owner 
AT&T, Discovery executives agreed to 
assume $55 billion in debt, which execu- 
tives are now under pressure to repay. The 
company also said it would find $3 billion in 
savings between the two companies, which 
could result in belttightening at some divi- 
sions. 

In February, as CNN was preparing to 
release the streaming service, the network 
was torn by the departure of Jeff Zucker, 
its long-serving president who resigned 
after failing to disclose a relationship with 
the network’s marketing chief. Zucker was 
a champion of CNN+, and his exit meant 
loss of the most prominent proponent of 
the service at the network. 

Still, the network forged ahead. 

In February, Kilar said the streaming 
service was integral to the future of CNN. 
And in March, CNN held a launch party for 
the new service at a sleek restaurant and 
bar not far from the network’s New York 
offices. At the party, CNN announced that 
Ted Turner, the voluble founder of CNN, 
was the service’s first subscriber.

Memes help back war efforts 


Quirky online sensations 
emerge as an unlikely fund 
source to support Ukrainians

LVIV, Ukraine — Christian Borys was 
at home in Toronto in February trying to 
find a way to help Ukrainians threatened by 
war when he decided to print some stickers 
from an internet meme: the Virgin Mary 
hoisting an antitank missile. 

Borys, who had worked for the e-com- 
merce platform Shopify before turning to 
journalism, said he created a website in half 
an hour, hoping to raise money to send toa 
charity for Ukrainian orphans. That night, 
he made $88 in sales. By the time he added 
T-shirts at the end of February, the threat 
of war had turned into a full-scale invasion, 
and he said sales grew to $170,000 a day — 
most coming from the United States. 

“The internet speaks in memes and it just 
became this crazy, viral sensation,” he said. 

Images such as Ukrainian tractors 
towing away a disabled Russian tank and 
helicopter, although unverified, have not 
only helped fight Russian disinformation,

DALLAS — Airlines have banned several 
thousand passengers since the pandemic 
started for refusing to wear masks. Now 
they want most of those passengers back. 

American, United and Delta have all 
indicated that they will lift the bans they 
imposed now that masks are optional on 
flights. 

“We have talked to them individually,” 
United CEO Scott Kirby told NBC on 
Thursday. “Many of them assure us that 
now that the mask mandate is off, every- 
thing is going to be fine, and I trust that the 
vast majority of them will.”

Airlines have reported more than 7,000 
incidents of disruptive passengers to the 
Federal Aviation Administration since 
the start of 2021, when unruliness aboard 
planes seemed to take off. More than 
two-thirds of those cases involved passen- 
gers who refused to wear a mask. 

Several thousand passengers wound up 
on airline no-fly lists, although the exact 
number is unclear because American and 
Southwest have never disclosed how many 
people they banned. 

Alaska Airlines said this week that 
banned passengers won’t be welcomed 
back. Southwest said a judge’s ruling that 
struck down the federal mandate won’t 
change its decision to bar an undisclosed 
number of passengers. 


Musk says 
$46.5B is 

in place to 
buy Twitter

Tesla CEO Elon Musk says he has lined up 
$46.5 billion in financing to buy Twitter, and 
he’s trying to negotiate an agreement with 
the company. 

Last week, Musk announced an offer to 
buy the social media company for $54.20 per 
share, or about $43 billion. At the time, he 
did not say how he would finance the acqui- 
sition. 

Musk said Thursday in documents filed 
with U.S. securities regulators that he’s 
exploring what’s known as a tender offer 
to buy all of the social media platform’s 
common stock for $54.20 per share in cash. 
Under a tender offer, Musk, who owns about 
9% of Twitter shares, would take his offer 
directly to other shareholders, bypassing 
the board. 

But Musk hasn’t decided yet whether to 
do that. 

The documents filed with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission say San Fran- 
cisco-based Twitter Inc. has not responded 
to Musk’s proposal. 

Twitter said in a statement Thursday that 
it has received Musk’s updated proposal and 
its “new information on potential financing” 

Last week Twitter’s board adopted a 
“poison pill” defense that could make atake- 
over attempt prohibitively expensive. 

The filing states that “entities related to 
(Musk) have received commitment letters 
committing to provide an aggregate of 
approximately $46.5 billion.” 

Musk said $13 billion in financing came 
from Morgan Stanley and other banks, as 
muchas $12.5 billion would be loans secured 
by his Tesla stock, and committed $21 billion 
in equity, “directly or indirectly” from him, 
although he didn’t say what the source of 
those funds would be.

US home sales 
to see slowdown 


LOS ANGELES — Low mortgage rates 
have helped juice the housing market over 
the past decade, easing the way for borrow- 
ers to finance ever-higher home prices. 

Arun-up in rates in recent weeks is threat- 
ening to undo that dynamic, setting the stage 
for aslowdown in home sales this year as the 
increased borrowing costs reduce would-be 
buyers’ purchasing power. 

The average weekly rate on the bench- 
mark 30-year mortgage has risen swiftly 
since the first week of this year, when it stood 
at 3.2%. Last week it climbed to 5% for the 
first time in more than a decade. This week 
it rose to 5.11%, a 12-year high, according to 
mortgage buyer Freddie Mac. Sales of previ-

Ford recalling 
pickups, SUVs 


DETROIT — Ford is recalling more than 
650,000 pickup trucks and big SUVs in the 
U.S. because the windshield wipers can 
break and fail. 

The recall covers certain F-150 pickups, 
and Ford Expedition and Lincoln Navigator 
SUVs from the 2020 and 2021 model years. 
Also included are F-250, 350, 450 and 550 
trucks from 2020 through 2022. 

Ford’s F-Series pickups are the top-selling 
vehicles in the country. 

The company said in documents posted 
Thursday by U.S. safety regulators that 
teeth on the wipers aren’t the right height. 
That can cause the wiper arms to become 
stripped. Dealers will replace both front 
windshield wiper arms. Owners will be noti- 
fied by letter starting May 23.

Doubt, legal woes sap faith 
in Mexico’s electricity sector

MEXICO CITY — Pres- 
ident Andres Manuel 
Lopez Obrador’s efforts to 
reshape Mexico’s electric- 
ity sector to favor the state- 
owned power company 
have spurred hundreds of 
lawsuits and sown a level of 
uncertainty that business- 
people say is costing jobs 
and private investment. 

The level of uncertainty 
is such that a solar panel 
company had to agree to a 
clause in a contract requir- 
ing it to buy back some 
3,000 panels from a client if 
laws changed affecting their 
viability. 

Manuel Vegara, whose 
company Pireos Power 
installs solar panels for 
everything from homes to 
major commercial projects, 
hasn’t had to buy back the 
panels — the law change last 
year didn’t affect his client. 
But he says he lost projects 
last year with two other 
clients worth acombined $3 
million because they were 
unsure where things were 
headed. He has had to cut 
his workforce from 90 to 35. 

“We have had to survive 
with small installations 
at homes or with clients 


who were braver and who 
despite the uncertainty 
have had the courage to 
invest,” Vegara said. 

The president’s party 
succeeded in reforming 
the electrical industry law 
last year, but this week the 
lower chamber of Mexico’s 
congress infuriated Lopez 
Obrador when lawmakers 
voted down aconstitutional 
reform of the sector pushed 
by the president. The uncer- 
tainty has become a night- 
mare for companies large 
and small. 

When the opposition 
parties blocked the consti- 
tutional reform Sunday, 
“the initial feeling was 
relief’ Vegara said. “But we 
know the president won’t 
leave it that way and the 
uncertainty isn’t resolved 
even though the big storm 
has passed.” 

The big power compa- 
nies have remained silent, 
unwilling to risk their 
investments. 

Mexico’s Business Coor- 
dinating Council called 
again this week for “a clear, 
transparent and trust- 
worthy legal framework.” 
Instead, there is legal chaos. 

“Mexico has right now 
two contradictory systems 
working simultaneously,’ 


said Miriam Grunstein, an 
academic with the James 
Baker Institute at Rice 
University. 

There is the Constitu- 
tion, which since 2013 
reforms is oriented toward 
market openness. And then 
there is the electricity law 
reformed last year to favor 
state-owned power plants 
over private ones. The 
changes allow for revising 
and canceling contracts 
retroactively. 

The government argues 
those changes tried to fix 
past abuses and exces- 
sive advantages for foreign 
companies, for example, 
being exempt from certain 
payments. The compa- 
nies say the government is 
restricting free competition 
by changing the rules in the 
middle of the game and 
violating their rights. 

Hundreds of lawsuits 
have followed, and in most 
cases companies have won 
injunctions to protect their 
interests, at least temporar- 
ily. 

In practice, the reality 
is that “in the same indus- 
try you’re giving white to 
some and black to others 
and the difference is who 
has injunctions and who 
doesn’t,” Grunstein said. 
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Newest apps aim to deliver 
on promises of fast service

NEW YORK — When 
Mahlet Berhanemeskel gets 
back to her New York City 
home from her 90-minute 
commute, she doesn’t feel 
like cooking. So instead she 
orders food like BLTs, Cheez- 
Its and cookies from an app 
called Gorillas. It’s affordable 
and takes 10 minutes. 

“Tt’s instant gratification,” 
she said. 

Gorillas is one of several 
companies that venture capi- 
talists have poured billions 
into in the latest pandemic 
delivery craze: companies 
that promise to get you a 
bottle of Tylenol, an iced 
coffee, hummus, a cucum- 
ber or a roll of paper towels 
in 30 minutes — or even 15 
minutes — or less. They typi- 
cally deliver from mini-ware- 
houses in residential and 
commercial neighborhoods. 

Experts say they are 
unprofitable. Bigger 
companies are nonetheless 
muscling in. And officials in 
European cities and in New 
York, which has become 
the U.S. launching pad, have 
already started complain- 
ing about how they operate, 
saying it’s bad for employees 
and residents. 

“The problem I see is that 
quick commerce players, 
despite the huge valuations 
enjoyed and the seemingly 
unstoppable money flow 
that they get to grow, at 
some point they will have to 
find a path to profitability,’ 
said Bain partner Marc-An- 
dre Kamel, the co-author of 
a recent report on the online 
grocery market. 

One service, 1520, closed 
in late December, and two 
more, Buyk and Fridge No 
More, shut down in March, 
apparently having run out 
of money. Buyk’s Russian 
founders reportedly were 
not able to provide money 
due to restrictions put in 
place during the war in 
Ukraine; it did not respond to 
questions. Fridge No More,

in a tweet, said it was closing 
after two years “due to grow- 
ing competition and other 
industry related issues.” Its 
founder did not answer ques- 
tions. 

Other delivery compa- 
nies are having growing 
pains. Gorillas dropped its 
“10 minutes” delivery prom- 
ise from its U.S. marketing 
— now it’s just “in minutes.” 
Gopuff recently laid off 3% of 
its workforce — more than 
400 people. 

It’s not a sustainable busi- 
ness model, says Len Sher- 
man, an adjunct professor at 
Columbia University’s busi- 
ness school. “There is going 
to be alot ofconsolidation on 
some very painful terms.” 

Getir, a Turkish company 
that operates in Europe as 
well as Boston, Chicago and 
New York, said the key to 
profitability is adding more 
mini-warehouses in the 
cities where it delivers. 

“We’re here for the long 
term,’ said Langston Dugger, 
Getir’s head of U.S. opera- 
tions. 

The company recently 
raised $768 million, valuing 
it at close to $12 billion, and 
plans to expand in the U.S. 

Lee Hnetinka, the 
founder of FastAF, a delivery 
company with a two-hour 
delivery model in New York, 
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San Fracisco and Los Ange- 
les, said profitability is “just 
not a priority” right now as 
it invests in customer expe- 
rience, saying their strat- 
egy is a long-term one and 
pointing to Amazon’s early 
beginnings when it too was 
unprofitable. 

It’s unclear how fast the 
services could be outside of 
the densest U.S. cities, like 
New York, or the neighbor- 
hoods where they cluster in 
more sprawling cities. 

“For this type of model 
to work — 15 minutes, 10 
minutes, 20 minutes, you 
name it — you need density, 
right?” said Stanley Lim, a 
Michigan State University 
professor who specializes 
in supply chains. “In a rural 
area, you can service these 
customers but not profitably. 
That’s going to be a limit to 
the spread that these compa- 
nies can go for.” 

But in the bustling city, 
regulatory pressure may 
loom. New York City Coun- 
cil members have spoken 
out against the fast-deliv- 
ery apps, saying they may be 
breaking zoning laws. The 
New York City Department 
of Buildings is working with 
other agencies to “explore 
the appropriate zoning 
districts” for the mini-ware- 
houses.

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Europe wades through Ukraine crisis

The level of European solidarity sparked 
by Vladimir Putin’s war against Ukraine 
has surprised even Europeans. Leaders 
in Russia, China and Iran are perplexed 
as well. They had assumed the invasion 
would exacerbate strains in the transatlan- 
tic community. 

There is not, however, unanimity on 
every issue. The real question is how Euro- 
peans will deal with the consequences of 
the war and their own differences as they 
shape future policies. The three key fault 
lines that threaten to fracture post-war 
European unity are China, energy and Iran. 

Brussels tries to lecture Beijing into 
condemning the invasion, even as it 
attempts to mediate between Kyiv and 
Moscow. During the latest EU-China 
summit, European Council President 
Charles Michel and European Commission 
President Ursula von der Leyen argued 
that, by not taking a clear stand against the 
invasion, China is undermining its interna- 
tional reputation. Michel also told Chinese 
President Xi Jinping that “positive steps 
from China to help end the war would be 
welcome.” China won’t do either. 


Do we have 
data to end 
mandates 
on masks?

After a judge overturned a CDC mandate 
that U.S. airlines require passengers to 
wear masks on airplanes, the TSA imme- 
diately stopped enforcing masking in 
airports. One viral video even showed a 
flight attendant walking down an airplane 
aisle asking people to throw their masks 
away. But with COVID-19 cases on the rise 
again, what does mask-abandonment mean 
for public health? Even if you don’t have to 
wear a mask ona plane, should you? 

Science has brought us great advances 
in pharmaceutical interventions such as 
vaccines and treatments, but it’s provided 
little new information about the value of 
non-pharmaceutical interventions. 

We know far less than we should about 
the COVID-19 risks associated with flying 
or the benefits of requiring cloth and surgi- 
cal masks. We know people decrease their 
risk of getting sick when they wear an N95 
respirator while around other people. 
Reducing your own risk also protects 
others, since you can’t give anyone COVID- 
19 if you never get infected. 

But far too little attention has focused 
on measuring the impact of public health 
measures. 

American public health officials simply 
decided that mandating face coverings 
would be our primary nonpharmaceutical 
intervention, under the assumption that 
we needed something to protect people 
while reopening the economy. But that was 
an assumption — and one that hasn’t been 
rigorously tested. 

Several attempts at controlled trials 
showed a small benefit for universal mask- 


Beijing reiterated that it has no inten- 
tion of taking a clear stance against Russia.

Brussels seems stuck in trying to deal 
with the Chinese regime it wants, rather 
than the one that exists. 

The EU’s bigger problem is that, without 
a consensus approach to China, it has little 
bargaining power. Countries like Germany 
and France have close trade ties with the 
People’s Republic and this allows Beijing to 
easily resist European pressure. Further, it 
is clear that China does not care about the 
“reputational damage” mentioned by von 
der Leyen. 

Beijing, in fact, seems determined to 
continue to try to exploit the Ukrainian 
crisis to maximize its geopolitical advan- 
tage. In the long term, Xi’s aim is to estab- 
lish a Sino-centric international order. 
That necessitates shattering the cohe- 
sion of the transatlantic community 
and marginalizing the United States. Xi 
appears hopeful that he can still exploit 
strains and differences in the alliance to 
further that aim. 

To make the point that Beijing has its 
own priorities, China recently delivered 


an HQ-22 anti-aircraft system to Serbia. 
Belgrade has significantly consolidated 
its relations with Moscow and Beijing in 
recent years, and the weapon delivery 
reminds that China — like Russia — still 
views the Balkans as a potential theater 
to penetrate Western Europe and disrupt 
NATO and the EU. 

Another clear fault line is energy policy. 
Europe’s continued energy reliance on 
Russia is a strategic liability. The European 
bloc remains internally divided over sanc- 
tions on Russian oil and gas. The differ- 
ences are not without merit. In the wake 
of the war on Ukraine, arguably no Euro- 
pean nation wants to remain dependent 
on Russian energy. That said, they have 
differing near- and long-term prospects 
to develop the energy sources they need 
to ensure their economies are secure and 
prosperous. In the near term, this makes 
the prospects for acommon European 
energy policy difficult, ifnot unreasonable. 

Further complicating the difficulty craft- 
ing a common future energy policy is the 
severe politicization of the issue. The broad 
desire for an aggressive “climate action” 
plan heavily dependent on renewable 
sources and an uncompromising drive to 
“net zero” by 2050 runs counter the desire 
to embrace a broad range of energy sources 
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ing with surgical masks — a10% reduc- 
tion in cases. Harvard medical professor 
Edward Nardell says there’s good data 
showing surgical masks in a hospital 
setting reduced transmission of TB — not 
COVID — by about 50%. It’s a different 
situation, but he thinks it’s reasonable to 
assume surgical masks help somewhat. 

In arecent interview, University of 
Minnesota epidemiologist Michael Oster- 
holm pointed out that mask mandates may 
give people a false sense of safety. There’s 
little data on the benefit of cloth masks, 
and those are the masks that lots of people 
have been wearing on planes. Worse, lots 
of passengers remove their masks for 
large portions of a fight while they eat or 
drink. If the array of loose-fitting masks 
most people wear aren’t stopping airborne 
transmission, people might be taking more 
risks than they realize.

aren’t nearly as bad as being in a simi- 
lar-sized stuffy room full of other people, 
but there is some danger. Harvard’s Nardell 
said he’d recommend people who are at 
higher risk, or just especially cautious, 
wear a fitted mask such as an N95. 

Not all high-risk conditions are alike, 
so it’s a good idea to consult your doctor 
before booking a flight, said Leonard 
Marcus, co-director of the National 
Preparedness Leadership Initiative at 
Harvard University. 

That would be a good idea even with the 
mask mandate, though he thinks the end 
of the mandate will make flying somewhat 
more risky. He also said airplane mask- 
ing doesn’t have to be all black or white; 
for example, at times when cases are low, 
vaccinated people might make a reason- 
able choice to take off their mask to eat 
and drink. However, he said right now U.S. 
cases are edging upward and we could 


Democrats may soon find themselves locked 


Throughout the 
Trump era, it was 
a frequent theme 
of liberal commen-

But more 
Americans voted for Republican congressio- 
nal candidates than Democratic congressio- 
nal candidates, and more Americans voted 
for right-of-center candidates for presi- 
dent — including the Libertarian vote — 
than voted for Hillary Clinton and Jill Stein. 
In strictly majoritarian terms, liberalism 
deserved to lose in 2016, even if Trump did 
not necessarily deserve to win. 

And Republican structural advantages, 
while real, did not then prevent Democrats 
from reclaiming the House of Representa- 
tives in 2018 and the presidency in 2020 and 
Senate in 2021. These victories extended the 
pattern of 21st-century American politics, 
which has featured significant swings every 
few cycles, not the entrenchment of either 
party’s power. 

The political landscape after 2024, 
however, might look more like liberal- 
ism’s depictions of its Trump-era plight. 
According to calculations by liberalism’s 
Cassandra, David Shor, the convergence of 
an unfavorable Senate map for Democrats

with their preexisting Electoral College and 
Senate disadvantages could easily produce 
a scenario where the party wins 50% of 
the congressional popular vote, 51% of the 
presidential vote — and ends up losing the 
White House and staring down anearly fili- 
buster-proof Republican advantage in the 
Senate. 

That’s ascenario for liberal horror, but it’s 
not one that conservatives should welcome 
either. In recent years, as their advantages 
in both institutions have increased, conser- 
vatives have defended institutions like the 
Senate and the Electoral College with vari- 
ations of the argument that the United States 
is ademocratic republic, not a pure democ- 
racy. 

These arguments carry less weight, 
however, the more consistently undemo- 
cratic the system’s overall results become. 
(They would fall apart completely in the 
scenario sought by Trump and some of his 
allies after the 2020 election, where state 
legislatures simply substitute their prefer- 
ences for the voters in their states.) 

The Electoral College’s legitimacy can 
stand up if an occasional 49%-47% popular 
vote result goes the other way; likewise the 
Senate’s legitimacy if it tilts a bit toward one 
party but changes hands consistently. 

But a scenario where one party has 
sustained governing power while lacking 
majoritarian support is a recipe for delegit- 
imization and reasonable disillusionment, 
which no clever conservative column about 
the constitutional significance of state sover- 
eignty would adequately address. 

From the Republican Party’s perspective, 
the best way to avoid this future — where 


the nature of conservative victories under- 
cuts the perceived legitimacy of conservative 
governance — is to stop being content with 
the advantages granted by the system and try 
harder to win majorities outright. 

You can’t expecta political party to simply 
cede its advantages: There will never be a 
bipartisan constitutional amendment to 
abolish the Senate. But you can expect a 
political party to show a little more elec- 
toral ambition than the GOP has done of 
late — to seek to win more elections the way 
that Ronald Reagan and Richard Nixon won 
them, rather than being content to keep it 
close and put their hopes in lucky breaks. 

Especially in the current climate, which 
looks dire for the Democrats, the Republi- 
cans have an opportunity to make the Elec- 
toral College complaint moot, for a time at 
least, by taking plausible positions, nominat- 
ing plausible candidates and winning major- 
ities outright. 

That means rejecting the politics of voter- 
fraud paranoia. And it means — and I fear 
this is beyond the GOP’s capacities — nomi- 
nating someone other than Trump in 2024. 

A Republican Party that managed to win 
popular majorities might still see its Senate 
or Electoral College majorities magnified by 
its structural advantages. But such magni- 
fication is a normal feature of many demo- 
cratic systems. It’s very different from losing 
the popular vote consistently and yet being 
handed power anyway. 

As for what the Democrats should do 
about their disadvantages, two quick points 
for now. 

First, to the extent the party wants to focus 
on structural answers to its structural chal- 


and environmental mitigation strategies 
that would more quickly provide responsi- 
ble alternatives to Russian energy. 

A third potential European fault line 
arises over relations with Iran. Russia’s 
role renegotiating an Iran deal has compli- 
cated an already controversial initiative. 
Despite having called for a “pause” in the 
talks, Brussels is continuing to support 
the relaunch of the deeply flawed Obama- 
era nuclear deal. Josep Borrell, the High 
Representative of the European Union 
for Foreign Affairs, recently said that the 
agreement is “very close.” 

Many argue that a deal is just appease- 
ment to Iran and a backdoor for Russia to 
evade sanctions. Further, there is concern 
that amore empowered Tehran will create 
new troubles that will spill over into 
Kurope. 

In addition to dealing with the aftermath 
of the war on Ukraine, the transatlantic 
community will have to resolve these fault 
lines if it plans to move forward to a safer, 
more prosperous future. The decisions 
made, perhaps even more than the actions 
of Beijing, Moscow and Tehran, will deter- 
mine how the future unfolds.

This is not a good time to scale back on 
research and mitigation efforts. Scien- 
tists and public health officials should be 
doing more to learn how to keep people 
safer. We need more free tests, more help 
with getting immune-compromised 
people antiviral drugs, more nudges to get 
older people boosted and more scientific 
research on which activities and situations 
pose the biggest threats. 

Experts I interviewed earlier in the 
pandemic said they saw no downside to 
universal masking and a potential upside, 
so it seemed reasonable to do it without 
much data. It’s ridiculous that two years 
in, we still don’t have the data we need to 
know how valuable masking is — or isn’t.

lenges, it needs clarity about what kind of 
electoral reforms would actually accomplish 
something. That’s been lacking in the Biden 
era, where liberal reformers wasted consid- 
erable time and energy on voting bills that 
didn’t pass and also weren’t likely to help the 
party much had they been actually pushed 
through. 

Second, to the extent that there’s a 
Democratic path back to greater parity in 
the Senate and Electoral College without 
structural reform, it probably requires the 
development of an explicit faction within the 
party dedicated to winning back two kinds 
of voters — culturally conservative Latinos 
and working-class whites — who were part 
of Barack Obama’s coalition but have drifted 
rightward since. 

That faction would have two missions: 
To hew to a poll-tested agenda on economic 
policy (not just the business-friendly agenda 
supported by many centrist Democrats) and 
to constantly find ways to distinguish itself 
from organized progressivism — the foun- 
dations, the activists, the academics — on 
cultural and social issues. 

Right now the Democrats have scattered 
politicians, from West Virginia to New York 
City, who somewhat fit this mold. But they 
don’t have an agenda for them to coalesce 
around, a group of donors ready to fund 
them, a set of intellectuals ready to embrace 
them as their own. 

Necessity, however, is the mother of 
invention, and necessity may impose itself 
upon the Democratic Party soon enough.

About 100,000 residents have received their 2nd 
booster as uptick in cases continues across state

Connecticut’s COVID-19 positiv- 
ity rate this week reached its high- 
est level since February, official 
numbers show, as the state contin- 
ues to experience an uptick in coro- 
navirus transmission. 

COVID-19 spread has risen 
steadily in Connecticut over the 
past six weeks, the apparent result 


of BA.2, a subvariant that now 
accounts for nearly all cases in the 
state. 

As of Thursday, Connecticut had 
averaged about 650 cases a day over 
the past week, up from fewer than 
300 at times during mid-March. 
Those elevated totals come despite 
the fact Connecticut continues to 
significantly undercount COVID- 
19 cases, as aresult of at-home tests 
that never get reported to the state. 
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COVID-19 hospitalizations have 
increased as well and currently 
stand at their highest level since 
early March, though still far lower 
than during the worst of Connecti- 
cut’s omicron variant surge this past 
winter. 

Meanwhile, the state reported 
17 additional coronavirus-linked 
deaths, bringing its total to 10,826 
during the pandemic. 

Dr. Tom Balcezak, chief clinical 
officer at Yale New Haven Hospital, 
said this week he thinks Connecti- 
cut will continue to be protected 
by a high vaccination rate and high 
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levels of natural immunity but that 
residents should be prepared for 
similar upticks as new variants 
emerge. 

“Unfortunately this is what we’re 
going to have to learn to live with 
for the next however many months 
or years,” Balcezak said. “We'll 
continue to see blips up.” 

Dr. Syed Hussain, chief clinical 
officer at Trinity Health of New 
England, noted that the North- 
east tends to follow several weeks 
behind the United Kingdom, where 
cases rose in March before falling 
again. For now, he said, people in

OKs bill 
on data 
privacy 


Would let consumers 
see which companies 
are collecting info

Connecticut has moved 
toward joining the growing list of 
states acting to protect consumer 
data with the Senate’s unani- 
mous passage of a bill that now 
goes to the House. 

The failure of Congress to 
pass federal privacy legislation 
has defaulted the issue to state 
legislatures in California, Colo- 
rado, Virginia and now Connecti- 
cut, which have had to gingerly 
approach regulating digital 
commerce that cross state lines. 

Senate Bill 6 would let 
consumers see which compa- 
nies are collecting their data and 
opt out of sales or sharing of that 
information. Consumers under 
16 would have to opt in to data 
collection. 

The final version of the bill is 
the product of negotiations with 
industry groups initially opposed 
to the evolving state-by-state 
approach and merchants fearful 
of liability for the actions of web 
designers or payment processors. 

Sen. James Maroney, D-Mil- 
ford, the co-chair of the General 
Law Committee, was credited 
by colleagues in both parties for 
doggedly leading working groups 
that produced a consensus on an 
endlessly complex area of regu- 
latory law. 

The fruit of that labor was a 
genial debate geared to illumi- 
nating the workings of the legis- 
lation, followed by a 35-0 vote this 
week.

Allegedly lied to Enfield 
authorities about crash 
while driving drunk

AGlastonbury police lieutenant 
will resign after being arrested on 
charges that he repeatedly lied to 
Enfield police about wrecking his 
car while driving drunk, according 
to a letter obtained Thursday. 


Lt. Kevin Troy, head of the 
department’s patrol division, 
wrote in a letter to police Chief 
Marshall Porter that he is volun- 
tarily resigning with the under- 
standing that he reserves “any 
rights and benefits earned during 
my 17-year career.” 

“It has been an honor to 
serve with and for the Glaston- 
bury Police Department and the 
Glastonbury community,” Troy 
wrote. 

Troy, 48, of East Windsor, was 
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arrested on March 28 on charges 
of operating under the influence, 
interfering with an officer and 
failure to drive in the proper lane.

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Lawmakers talk tax cuts amid budget surplus 


As financial cushion 
nears $4 billion, some 
pushing for more relief

State legislative leaders have 
been waiting for Gov. Ned Lamont 
to agree to a new income tax cut 
for families with children. 

And as exploding new business 
and income tax collections pushed 
Connecticut’s budget surplus 
close to a staggering $4 billion this 
week, legislative leaders said they 
might be getting tired of waiting. 

Lamont’s budget office projected 
a single-year financial cushion of 
$3.95 billion Wednesday . That 
includes $2.1 billion in the General 
Fund and another $1.87 billion 
through special savings programs 
created five years ago to help the 
state build reserves. 

The $3.95 billion estimate is 27% 
larger than the state’s entire rainy 
day fund amassed largely between 
2018 and this year — and which 
already is maxed out at $3.1 billion 
or 15% of annual operating income. 

The latest projection also is 
44% or $1.2 billion larger than the 
surplus Lamont forecast just one 
month ago. 

Amid all of this cash, Lamont 
and his fellow Democrats in the 
legislature’s majority are fighting 
over whether Connecticut can 
afford to send $150 million annu- 
ally — starting in 2024 or 2025 — to 
families with children. 

House Speaker Matt Ritter, 
D-Hartford, said if a budget deal 
for the new fiscal year were not 
reached before Saturday, other 
key measures tied to health care, 
labor and children’s services might 
not be debated before the session 
closes on May 4. 


Democrats won’t allow that. 

“Frankly, we might get to a 
point where we have to go diver- 
gent paths,” Ritter said during 
a mid-morning press confer- 
ence, implying lawmakers might 
run their own plan, regardless of 
whether it has Lamont’s endorse- 
ment. 

But the speaker immediately 
noted, “That’s not a threat,” adding 
that top lawmakers would be avail- 
able to negotiate directly with 
Lamont at amoment’s notice. 

Paul Mounds Jr., Lamont’s chief 
of staff, indicated the administra- 
tion is sticking to its fiscal princi- 
ples. 

“The governor will sign a final 
budget that reflects the principles 
and priorities that has guided our 
state that has created a substan- 
tial rainy day fund, paid down 
long term liabilities while invest- 
ing in the communities that need 
us most, and the families and small 
businesses that power our state,” 
Mounds wrote in a statement 
Wednesday. 

A preliminary analysis of tax 
returns has bumped expected 
income tax receipts upward by 
$400 million for this fiscal year, 
which wraps on June 30, Jeffrey 
Beckham, Lamont’s budget direc- 
tor, reported Wednesday in his 
monthly budget update to the 
comptroller’s office. 

Revenues from the pass- 
through entity tax — a levy for 
businesses that don’t pay the 
corporation tax — are up $700 
million. 

Lamont’s budget staff and the 
legislature’s nonpartisan Office 
of Fiscal Analysis must provide a 
more detailed revenue forecast on 
April 30. That report is expected 
not only to confirm a massive 
revenue surge this spring but also 
projections showing some of this 


50 dogs, cats rescued 
from overnight blaze 
at Westport kennel

Firefighters rescued about 50 
dogs and cats from a burning 
kennel in Westport late Wednes- 
day, fire officials said. Two pets 
died. 

Three people in an upstairs 
apartment had to jump to escape 
the flames, Assistant Chief Jeff 
Gootman said. They were treated 
on the scene and didn’t need to 
go to the hospital. 

Their two pet dogs died in 
the fire, Fire Chief Michael R. 
Kronick said. None of the pets 
being boarded at the business 
died. 

Firefighters were called to the 
fire at the Townhouse for Dogs 
& Cats on Post Road East about 
11:45 p.m. The building houses 
a dog and cat boarding facility 
on the first floor and basement 
and an apartment on the second 
floor. 

A smoke detector roused the 
three sleeping occupants of the 
apartment, but when they went 
to leave they saw the door was 
blocked by flames, Gootman said. 

“The occupants had to jump

from a second-floor window to 
escape the fire,” he said. 

Firefighters found a heavy fire 
on the second floor and attacked 
it with two hose lines, Gootman 
said. Westport firefighters and 
police rescued about 50 cats and 
dogs. 

The pets were moved to 
another part of the kennel that 
was not affected by the fire, 
Kronick said. 

The cause of the fire remains 
under investigation, he said. 

Fire Marshal Nathaniel 
Gibbons said the residents were 
saved by a house fire alarm 
system that had recently been 
upgraded during an annual fire 
inspection. 

“This drives home the impor- 
tance of having working smoke 
alarms in your homes or place of 
business,” he said.

revenue growth will continue at 
least into 2023. 

Despite all of that revenue 
growth, sources close to budget 
talks say the single-biggest stick- 
ing point is whether to create a 
new child tax credit within the 
state income tax for low- and 
middle-income families.

Sources said legislators are 
willing to back this proposal in 
the next budget. They also would 
support a second property tax 
relief initiative of Lamont’s — 
albeit in scaled-back form. 

Cities and towns already are 
prohibited from taxing non-com- 
mercial motor vehicles in excess of 
45 mills. One mill generates $1 for 
every $1,000 of assessed property.

The governor would lower that 
ceiling to 29 mills, saving taxpay- 
ers an estimated $163 million, and 
also would reimburse towns for 
the revenue they couldn’t collect. 
Since it’s technically a cap on 
municipal taxes — and not on state 
revenues — it wouldn’t run afoul of 
the federal limits. 

Ritter said legislators are ready 
to back a cap of about 32 mills and 
reimburse towns roughly $100 
million to offset what they stand 
to lose. 

Then there’s the child tax credit. 

As proposed by Rep. Sean Scan- 
lon, D-Guilford, it would provide 
relief up to $600 per child, up to 
$1,800 per household, and cost 
$300 million per year. 

There’s no room to provide that 
and stay under the federal tax-cut- 
ting rules, at least not right away. 

To compromise, Scanlon and the 
Finance Committee he co-chairs 
agreed to cut the program in half 
to start — $300 per child with an 
annual cost of $150 million — and 
begin the relief in 2024 or 2025, 
after Connecticut has spent all of 
its pandemic relief. 

But Lamont didn’t like how they 
planned to pay for it: The commit- 
tee suggested canceling the smaller 
of two programs created in 2017 to 
help build state surpluses. 

That savings program, which 
would be worth $320 million 
by 2024, would be repurposed. 
Nearly half of the funds would 
be channeled back to Connecti- 
cut families through the child 
tax credit. The other half would 
dramatically expand state invest- 
ments in early childhood devel- 
opment programs as proposed by 
Sen. John Fonfara, D-Hartford, 
the Finance Committee’s other 
co-chair. 

With $3.1 billion in reserve and 
$4 billion more coming this fiscal

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Sex offenders in nursing homes under review 


Senate measure would create task force to study 
impact after incident last year in East Windsor

The state Senate this week 
passed a bill to establish a task force 
to study the placement of regis- 
tered sex offenders in long-term 
care facilities, following an inci- 
dent last year in which a Massa- 
chusetts man allegedly sexually 
assaulted a nurse at an East Wind- 
sor facility. 

The task force is a compromise 
after the initial bill, proposed by 
state Sen. Saud Anwar, D-South 
Windsor, drew heated opposition 
at a public hearing. The initial bill 
would have required long-term 
care facilities to check whether 
prospective residents have a 
criminal history or are on the sex 
offender registry before they are 
admitted. 

The task force will study “the 
impacts of residents with such 
status for both their own and envi- 
ronmental health and well-be- 
ing,” Anwar said in a statement. 
Anwar’s district includes the Fresh 
River Healthcare Center, where 
the alleged incident occurred last 
May. 

“After the serious incident that 
occurred in an East Windsor nurs- 


ing home last year, it is imperative 
that we take action to prevent 
and better understand the conse- 
quences of sex offenders in long- 
term care homes,” Anwar said. 

“There is a loophole in state law 
where registered sex offenders’ 
status is not reported if they are 
transferred to state long-term care 
facilities from other states. This is 
the first step toward closing this 
loophole and making these facili- 
ties safe for all residing there.” 

Last May, Miguel Lopez, a 
convicted rapist and a regis- 
tered sex offender in Massachu- 
setts with a warrant pending his 
arrest at the time, allegedly locked 
a female employee in his room at 
the nursing home and tried to force 
her to perform a sex act. 

Fresh River officials sent Lopez 
back to Massachusetts the same 
day that the incident occurred. 
He was arrested on a warrant by 
East Windsor police and charged 
with attempted first-degree sexual 
assault, third-degree sexual assault 
and first-degree unlawful restraint. 
He is being held on $300,000 bail. 
His next court appearance is April 
29. 

Lopez wasn’t known to local 
police at the time he was admitted 


to Fresh River Healthcare because 
of a loophole in Connecticut’s 
sex offender laws, which do not 
require nursing home operators 
to inform state police when they 
admit a registered sex offender 
from another state into one of their 
facilities. 

The law currently places the 
burden on sex offenders them- 
selves to register, but Anwar’s 
initial bill would have held the 
nursing home providers more 
accountable by requiring them to 
determine whether any potential 
resident is a registered sex offender 
by seeking a criminal background 
check through the state Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 

Anwar’s initial bill would have 
barred long-term care facili- 
ties from admitting people with 
a “disqualifying offense” with- 
out a waiver. The disqualifying 
offenses listed in the bill ranged 
from assault, rape and kidnapping 
to burglary, criminal mischief and 
trespassing. 

But Anwar’s proposal drew criti- 
cism from several different organi- 
zations as a knee-jerk reaction to 
one incident. 

Mag Morelli, president of Lead- 
ingAge Connecticut, an associa- 
tion representing not-for-profit 
provider organizations serv- 
ing older adults, told the Public 
Health Committee that “from 


an implementation perspective, 
this proposal raises numerous 
concerns.” 

“Tt appears that the facility will 
be barred from admitting an appli- 
cant until it receives notification of 
the background check from DPH. 
It is unclear how long an available 
bed might need to be held open 
for the duration of a background 
check,” Morelli said. 

“Moreover, many applicants 
on waiting lists will need to be 
re-checked each time a bed 
becomes available, given that 
a prior background check only 
remains effective for one month. 
While there are exceptions for 
short term rehab admissions, or 
for conditional admissions of 60 
days or less, these situations will be 
affected by the discharge and evic- 
tion limitations discussed above,” 
Morelli said. 

It was Morelli who initially 
suggested the idea of a work 
group or task force to evaluate and 
address the concerns. 

At one point during the public 
hearing on the original bill, Anwar 
and Cindy Prizio, executive direc- 
tor of One Standard of Justice, an 
advocate for restorative justice 
practices and a critic of the sex 
offender registry, disagreed after 
she called it “a public policy disas- 
ter in the making” during her testi- 
mony.

Historic Harvard-Yale 
Regatta Trophy oars 
going up for auction

CONCORD, N.H. — The 
170-year-old prize awarded in 
the first U.S. intercollegiate sports 
competition is going up for auction 
next month. 

Sotheby’s estimates the trophy 
oars from the inaugural Harvard- 
Yale Regatta will fetch $3-to-$5 
million in online bidding May 
17-24. Made of black walnut with 
engraved silver plaques, the oars 
were presented to the winning 
Harvard crew on Aug. 3, 1852, 17 
years before the first intercolle- 
giate football game and 43 years 
before the first such basketball 
game. 

“It’s about Harvard and Yale 
on the surface, but what I think 
is truly interesting is it’s the real 
beginning and genesis of the rival-

With a few exceptions, the 
regatta has been an annual event 
since 1859. It’s currently held on 
the Thames River in Connecticut. 
The 155th regatta, set for June 11, 
will be the first since 2019.

State drops mask rules 
on buses, two rail lines 


“For the last two years, our 


immediately skeptical of Troy’s 
story, but he insisted that he had 
not been driving and declined 
to submit to field sobriety tests, 
the report says.

HARTFORD — The Connecti- 
cut Department of Transporta- 
tion said it is making face masks 
optional on buses and commuter 
rail lines after the federal Trans- 
portation Security Administration 
this week ended enforcement of a 
mask mandate. 

The nation’s federal mask 
mandate on public transit ended 
after a federal judge in Florida 
ruled Monday struck down the 
requirement on airplanes and mass 
transit. But the Justice Depart- 
ment, at the request of the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, filed an appeal on Wednes- 
day, seeking to overturn the judge’s 
order. 


transit operators have provided 
masks to the public and enforced 
mask mandates on public tran- 
sit,’ DOT Deputy Commissioner 
Garrett Eucalitto said in a written 
statement. “Now that the federal 
mask mandate for public transit 
is no longer in effect, masking will 
no longer be enforced, but is still 
strongly encouraged per current 
CDC guidelines.” 

Masks will now be optional on 
CTtransit buses, the Hartford Line 
and Shore Line East commuter rail 
services as well as all transporta- 
tion facilities in Connecticut. 

The Metropolitan Transpor- 
tation Authority in New York, 
however, is still requiring masks 
on Metro North’s New Haven Line. 


“Please don’t allow one sensa- 
tional crime to turn good inten- 
tions into bad policy,” Prizio said.

Prizio said there’s no “need to 
create a new bill every time there 
is an isolated high-profile inci- 
dent” and that the bill is unfair to 
a class of people who already have 
had their rights “sucked dry by the 
system.” 

Prizio endorsed Morelli’s 
suggestion of convening a work 
group to study the issue. 

The new version of the bill 
orders that the task force will study 
the “means of ensuring resident 
and employee health and safety 
with a resident appearing in state 
or national sex offender databases, 
including the impact they would 
have on the facility environment; 
the impact of offender registry 
databases on individuals; and 
any necessary legislative changes 
to ensure health and safety of all 
parties involved.” 

The task force would need to 
release a report to the General 
Assembly by the end of 2022.

DEEP seeking reports 
from residents to gauge 
health, nest numbers

Connecticut wildlife biologists 
are seeking the public’s help in 
gauging the reproductive health of 
mallard ducks in the state. 

Also known as the “greenhead” 
for the males’ emerald mantles, 
mallards are seemingly adaptable, 
but development and wetland loss 
over the past 30 years, along with 
more predators, could be affecting 
the birds, according to anotice from 
the state Department of Energy and 
Environmental Protection. 

DEEP’s wildlife division is in 
the midst of a large-scale assess- 
ment of mallards’ nesting success, 
brood movement and nest and habi- 
tat selection. The birds are nesting 
now through June and biologists 
seek information from property 
owners who find the nests, typi- 
cally adepression in the ground near 
water. Residents who spot nests are 
asked to contact DEEP migratory 
bird program head Min Huang at 
Min. huang@ct.gov. 

Residents’ nest reports will help 
build abigger study sample size and 
lead to better inferences about how 
mallards are faring, Huang said in 
an interview Thursday. The ducks’ 
nesting habits have not been closely 
studied in the state, he said. 

The study also includes 38 hens 
fitted with radio “backpacks,” which 
enable scientists to track broods 
and the number of ducklings that 
survive. In addition to habitat loss, 
the ducks also are under pressure 
from an increase in mammals that 
eat them and their eggs, including 
coyotes, foxes, skunks and bobcats. 

Duck hunting is allowed in the 
state in season, with a daily bag 
limit of two, down from four several 
years ago, but Huang said huntingis 
not considered a cause in the birds’ 
decline. 

Mallards, according to DEEP, 
were rare visitors to Connecticut in 
the mid-1800s and were not known 
to nest in the state. In the early 
1900s, the release of captive-reared 
birds helped establish the ducks as 
a nesting species in the state. Also 
happening during this period was 
a natural range expansion from 
the mid-continent into the eastern 
part of Canada and the U.S. By the 
1930s, the mallard was breeding in 
local areas and the population in 
Connecticut steadily increased. 

Mallards have a vast breeding 
range, from Alaska and Green- 
land south to Virginia and north- 
ern Texas. In Connecticut, mallard 
courtship and mating occurs 
through late winter, with nest build- 
ingin April. The male or “drake” has 
a glossy, green head and white neck- 
ring. It has a yellow bill, rusty breast, 
and white tail. The female is mottled 
brown and has an orange-yellow bill 
and a whitish tail. Both have orange 
feet and a blue patch on their wings 
framed witha white bar on each side.

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Chemistry of Broadbent, Mirren shines in art heist pic

If you’re gonna face a 
jury for acrime you’ve 
already confessed to — and 
even explained how you 
did it — you’d better have 
something going for you 
besides a “not guilty” 
plea. 

The real-life character of 
Britain’s Kempton Bunton, 
an amiable sexagenarian 
taxi driver who was acquit- 
ted of stealing a national art 
treasure in 1961, definitely 
did. He had charm, he had 
wit, and he had a good 
story. 

The same could be said 
for what British director 
Roger Michell, who died 
last year at 65, brings to 
“The Duke.” He imbues 
his last film with so much 
charm, wit and good story- 
telling that he, too, cannot 
help but win. 

One of Michell’s talents 
was to pick the right cast 
and let the chemistry shine. 
After all, this is the man 
who directed Julia Roberts 
and Hugh Grant in the 
classic rom-com “Notting 
Hill.” 

“The Duke” — named 
after the Goya portrait of 
the Duke of Wellington that 
was famously stolen from 
the National Gallery — is no 
rom-com. Jim Broadbent’s 
Kempton is a portly man 
who struggles to hold down 
ajob and writes plays that 
don’t get produced. Helen 
Mirren’s Dorothy is his 
subdued wife, who cleans 
houses and suppresses 
sadness over a family trag- 
edy. But their touching 
chemistry does the trick, 
and Broadbent — who has 
much more to do in the film 
— is darned near perfect 
as aman whose Robin 
Hood-like principles won 
out in the most unlikely of 
scenarios. 

Of course, it was those 
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Jim Broadbent and Helen Mirren in director Roger Michell’s last film, “The Duke.” NICK WALL/SONY PICTURES CLASSICS 


principles that got Bunton 
into trouble in the first 
place. Briefly put, Bunton 
was passionate about free 
access to television, partic- 
ularly for the OAP, meaning 
old-age pensioners — many 
of whom couldn’t afford 
the government’s manda- 
tory license fees for the 
BBC. 

It was access to tele- 
vision, Bunton felt, that 
connected the elderly to 
the outside world. And so, 
soon after we meet him, 
he’s spending a couple 
weeks in prison for refusing 


— on principle — to pay his 
own licensing fee. 

Wife Dorothy is thor- 
oughly embarrassed by her 
husband’s social activ- 
ism, which also finds him 
campaigning in the streets. 
And she has little patience 
for his copious playwrit- 
ing. We learn through one 
of the couple’s two sons, 
Jackie, that the playwriting 
is acoping mechanism to 
deal with their daughter’s 
death in a bicycle accident, 
a tragedy Dorothy refuses 
to discuss.

Leakes sues companies behind show

Former star of “The Real 
Housewives of Atlanta” 
NeNe Leakes sued the 
companies behind the 
show on Wednesday, alleg- 
ing that they fostered and 
tolerated a hostile and 
racist work environment. 

The lawsuit filed in 
federal court in Atlanta 
says Leakes, who is Black, 
complained to execu- 
tives about years of racist 
remarks from fellow 
housewife Kim Zolciak- 
Biermann, who is white, 
but that only Leakes 
suffered consequences. 

It names as defendants 
NBCuUniversal, Bravo, 
production companies 
True Entertainment and 
Truly Original, executives 
from the companies and 
“Housewives” executive 
producer Andy Cohen, but 
not Zolciak-Biermann. 

“NBC, Bravo and True 
foster a corporate and 
workplace culture in 
which racially-insensitive 
and inappropriate behav- 
ior is tolerated — if not, 
encouraged,” the suit says. 

Leakes, 54, a TV person- 
ality and actor whose 
legal name is Linnethia 
Monique Leakes, spent 
seven seasons as one of the 
central stars of “The Real 
Housewives of Atlanta” 
between 2008 and 2020. 

The lawsuit alleges that 
her complaints of racism 
led in part to Leakes being 


forced off the show in 2020 
before its 13th season. 

The suit alleges that the 
defendants’ actions violate 
federal employment and 
anti-discrimination law, 
and it seeks monetary 
damages to be determined 
at trial. 


Winfrey selects Davis 
memoir: Viola Davis’ 
memoir, “Finding Me,” is 
Oprah Winfrey’s new book 
club pick. “Finding Me,’ 
due out Tuesday, traces 
Davis’ journey from what 
she has called a “crumbling 
apartment in Central Falls, 
Rhode Island” to acclaim 
for her work onstage and 
on-screen. 

“After I finished read- 
ing the first paragraph, 
I knew this was a book I 
wanted to share with the 
world,’ Winfrey said ina 
statement Thursday. “I am 
in awe that Viola over- 
came all that she did to not 
only survive but become 
a role model for the world 
as arenowned actress, 
a mother, a wife and the 
woman that she is today.” 

In a statement Thursday, 
Davis said she was “beyond 
honored,” and thanked 
Winfrey for her support. 

“The courage to share 
this story has been equal to 
my fear,” Davis said. “Your 
acknowledgment has 
been like a huge embrace. 
Thank you for champion- 
ing me and for giving mea 
platform to share my truth 


to the world.” 

Winfrey’s interview 
with Davis can now be 
streamed on Netflix. 
Winfrey and Davis also will 
speak May 16 during an 
interactive book club gath- 
ering presented by Oprah 
Daily.com, the online hub 
for Winfrey’s book club. 


Widow writes poems 
about Harrison: Olivia 
Harrison, widow of Beatle 
George Harrison and a 
philanthropist and film 
producer, has a few words 
of her own to share. 

She has written 20 
original poems about her 
late husband for the book

The humor in 
Broadbent and Mirren’s 
faces here, and elsewhere, 
is one of the many joys of 
this delightful and poignant 
film, a fitting punctuation 
mark to its director’s 
career.

Should non-vaxxed neighbor tell friends? 


Dear Amy: Occasionally, I 
get together with a few of 
my neighbors. 

Recently these people 
have commented nega- 
tively about people not 
getting the COVID-19 
vaccine. I refuse to get this 
shot. 

Should I admit my deci- 
sion not to vaccinate — and 
tell them about it? 

What is your advice? 

— I Refuse 


Dear You Refuse: You have 
the right to roll the dice 
regarding your refusal to 
vaccinate against a highly 
contagious virus that is the 
cause of a pandemic. 


You do not have the right 


to withhold your decision 
— when you know this is 
important to people you 
have been spending time 
with. 

You likely believe this 
is a personal and private 
decision, but this is a 
personal choice with 
communal consequences. 

Their vaccinations 
would likely protect your 
neighbors from the more 
severe forms of this illness, 
but — they may have elders 
or other more vulnerable 
people in their circles who 
might not be so lucky. 

Getting sick from this 
virus can have a huge 
impact on people who get 
it (and vaccinated people 
do get it). The symp- 
toms can be lingering and 
severe, and they will be 
forced to quarantine. 

Honesty is a necessary 
aspect of friendship, and so 
you should disclose your 
vaccination status, and 
give them the opportunity 
to reconsider in-person 
contact. 

Given that you haven’t 
disclosed something obvi- 
ously very important to 
them, they may recon- 


sider having a friendship 
with you, and you should 
prepare yourself for that. 


Dear Amy: Our grand- 
daughter has a 5-year-old 
daughter whose father, 
“W,” was convicted ofa 
felony involving a gun. He 
was a previous felon. 

W has been in and out of 
my great-granddaughter’s 
life for the past five years. 
He is now facing some 
serious jail time. 

W’s mother and his 
sister have been involved 
with our great-grand- 
daughter and have been 
consistently in her life. 

What is the best way for 
our granddaughter to deal 
with her child’s grand- 
mother and aunt when it 
comes to the child visiting 
them? My granddaughter 
doesn’t want her daugh- 
ter going to jail to visit, nor 
does she want her to talk to 
W on the phone, because 
the child becomes too 
emotional. 

I asked her to see a 
counselor, but she says she 
cannot afford one. 

Your suggestions? 

— Concerned 


Dear Concerned: I agree 
that this child is too young 
to visit her father in prison. 
I disagree, to some extent, 
regarding phone calls. 
Depending on the context 
and on the father’s ability 
to communicate appro- 
priately with his daughter, 
monitored phone or video 
calls should be considered. 
The child’s father should 
be encouraged to write to 
his daughter, and — once 
the mother has vetted his 
communication — the 
daughter can write back. 
Not knowing the 
context, back story or 
personalities of any of the 
people involved, I note that 


this child’s mother is the 
custodial parent, and it is 
her duty to always make 
choices in the child’s best 
interests. If she decides 
that no-contact with “W” 
is best for her child for the 
next few months, then 
W’s family members must 
respect that. 

Your granddaughter 
should research the impact 
of incarceration on fami- 
lies. She is mistaken that 
she can’t afford a coun- 
selor. Licensed social 
workers are eminently 
qualified to work with 
this family, and by making 
some phone calls, she can 
get low or no-cost help. 

Youth.gov has a wealth 
of information for families 
of those incarcerated.

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Brolin plays a tou 


Actor intrigued by 
drama’s approach 
to modern Western

Josh Brolin grew up on 
California’s central coast 
knowing men like Royal 
Abbott, the laconic and 
emotionally distant rancher 
he plays in “Outer Range.” 
The actor is glad he’s not 
one of them. 

“They’re their own 
people. They’re very loyal 
and helpful neighbors, but 
really they like their own 
space,” he said. For Royal, 
the misguided belief that 
he’s protecting his family 
by “the very selfish act of 
not wanting to talk about 
things” is what threatens 
them. 

Brolin, a husband and 
father of four, says he’s so 
open with his family that 
he’s “Jell-O.” But he was 
intrigued by Royal and the 
series’ approach to acore 
element of modern West- 
ern mythology. “Outer 
Range” recently debuted 
on Amazon’s Prime Video 
streaming service. 

“T like behaviorally being 
able to delve into (the 
consequences of) some- 
thing that’s been so lauded 
for so long... the Marlboro 
man, being the last great 
cowboy,” the actor said. 

He was also taken by 
the Wyoming-set drama’s 
hybrid nature, combining a 
“supernatural, metaphys- 
ical aspect” and a classic 
trope, a family’s fight to 
keep its land. (The sweep- 
ing vistas are courtesy of 
New Mexico, where the 
show taped.) 

Series creator and 
executive producer Brian 
Watkins says Brolin was 
the perfect fit for the role of 
aman who is keeping “an 
unfathomable secret.” 

“Tn watching his perfor- 
mance you can always see 
that secret simmering deep 
within, tearing him apart 
inside, which speaks to 
Josh’s remarkable abil- 
ity to craft such nuanced 
behavior in every moment, 


both underneath and

beyond what’s on the page,” 
Watkins said in an email. 

Further details would 
trigger spoiler-alert alarms 
for the eight-part series 
with two episodes released 
weekly. Lili Taylor (“Perry 
Mason,” “American Crime”) 
plays Royal’s wife, with 
Imogen Poots (“Vivarium,” 
“28 Weeks Later”) portray- 
ing a visitor with a mission. 

Brolin and Taylor play 
smartly off each other as 
a couple getting on with 
already complicated lives 
when outside forces inter- 
vene. He’s eager to praise 
her, as both a highly skilled 
actor and “just an incredible 
human being” 

Brolin earned an Oscar 
nomination for 2008’s 
“Milk” and acclaim for his 
work in other films, includ- 
ing the George W. Bush 
presidential biopic “W” 
and “No Country for Old 
Men.” In 2020, he reached 
deep into his screen past 
to join his castmates from

1985’s “Goonies” in a virtual 
reunion for a pandemic- 
relief fundraiser. 

Making the film “was one 
of the greatest experiences 
of my life,” he said. “There 
was maybe a 20-year period 
where I was like, ‘Is that the 
only thing that people are 
going to think, “Oh, that’s 
the guy from ‘Goonies; the 
older brother:’’ But now I 
treasure it.” 

At one point in a recent 
interview, the actor 
mentioned his initial reser- 
vations about Watkins, a 
playwright making his first 
foray into TV. 

“The best thing with 
working with great direc- 
tors is you’re protected, 
because they know how to 
cut together performances, 
they know what to throw in 
the trash. They know about 
the clearest line of storytell- 
ing,” Brolin said. 

He hadn’t seen Watkins’ 
plays, which include “Ever- 
greens,” “High Plains” and

‘Roar’ anthology series conjures 
feminist fables of sadness, rage

In “Roar,” there is no 
such thing as subtlety. 

The anthology series, 
now streaming on Apple 
TV+, takes its eight stories 
from Cecelia Ahern’s 
book of short stories of 
the same name. In one 
episode, a mother (Nicole 
Kidman) eats photographs 
to relive happy memo- 
ries. In another, a trophy 
wife (Betty Gilpin) sits on 
a shelf for her husband to 
stare at all day. 

“There’s a literalization 
to some of the ideas, which 
is appealing from the visual 
standpoint,’ said co-show- 
runner Liz Flahive who is 
reunited with her creative 
partner from “Glow,” Carly 
Mensch. “Especially with 
female stories, there’s an 
expectation of everything 
being emotional or inter- 
nal.” 

So they leave nothing up 
to the imagination. 

In its boldness, “Roar” 
sheds the layers that its 
women have had to cloak 
themselves in to conform. 
A lonely wife (Meera Syal), 
discontent with her inat- 
tentive husband, brings 
him back to the store to 
exchange him. An ignored 
Black woman (Issa Rae) 
becomes invisible. 

“These are not revo- 
lutionary ideas by any 
means,” said Merritt 
Wever, who previously 


worked with Flahive and 
Mensch on “Nurse Jackie.” 

Instead, they are the 
same ideas women have 
been talking about forever, 
told in anew way that 
hopefully gets them atten- 
tion. 

In Wever’s episode, 
“The Woman Who Was 
Fed By A Duck,’ she plays 
a single woman studying 
for her Medical College 
Admission Test who, egged 
on by her sister, brings 
home a duck, voiced by 
Justin Kirk, that she finds 
at the park. Quickly, their 
relationship turns toxic. 

“Tt’s quite a dark, trou- 
bling, upsetting dynamic 
but it’s given the container 
that has arom-com gloss to 
it,” the actor said. 

Every episode is tinged 
with darkness, some 
more than others. In “The 
Woman Who Solved Her 
Own Murder,’ Alison 
Brie’s character haunts 
her crime scene as two 
detectives, played by Chris 
Lowell and Hugh Dancy, 
ignore the evidence and 
write her off as a party girl 
because that is the only 
way they can see a young 
woman. 

There are lessons, Brie 
said, about “violence 
against women and incel 
culture and the casual 
misogyny that we’ve 
all become a little too 
comfortable with in the 
online world.” 

But it’s also about just 


getting people, particularly 
men, to think about how 
they treat women. 

In “The Woman Who 
Found Bite Marks on Her 
Skin,’ Cynthia Erivo’s 
character rushes back to 
work after giving birth, 
juggling a newborn, a 
toddler and a workplace 
where she’s already being 
cut out because she had the 
nerve to be a mother. Her 
fears of being torn apart by 
her responsibilities, and 
guilt about not being good 
enough for any of her roles, 
manifests physically. 

“A lot of women don’t 
get that moment when 
they can finally voice that 
thing they are feeling, 
finally voice how under- 
water they are feeling,” 
said Erivo. “We spend so 
much time swallowing 
how we feel and trying to 
manage it all.” 

Across eight episodes, 
“Roar” tells eight distinct 
stories, all tied together 
by a woman. Not asingle 
woman but the idea of 
a woman and who she’s 
supposed to be: a perfect 
wife, a perfect mother, a 
perfect piece of eye candy. 
She exists for the role she 
provides for others. 

“The wonderful thing 
about this series is that it 
takes the things we’ve been 
talking about for years 
and centuries and makes 
it visible,” said Erivo. “The 
absurdity is in front of 
people’s eyes.” 


“Epiphany,” set to debut at 
New York’s Lincoln Center 
Theater this spring. But 
Brolin did his homework 
by reading them, and found 
that they brought to mind 
his close friend, the late 
playwright and actor Sam 
Shepard. 

“There’s a few people, 
writers and films that I’ve 
always gone back to when I 
need inspiration, and Sam’s 
stuff has always been that 
for me,’ Brolin said. He felt 
that Watkins’ work hear- 
kened back to Shepard’s 
“early, more experimental” 
plays. 

Royal Abbott has a grand- 
daughter (Olive Aber- 
crombie), not the case 
with Brolin. He admitted 
that hearing his character 
addressed as “Grandpa” 
took him aback, especially 
given ascene in “Dune” 
in which Oscar Isaac’s 
Leto calls Brolin’s Gurney 
“old man.” 

“So I got it all in one year, 


and I don’t care. I obviously 
care enough to speak louder 
than I normally have during 
this interview,” he says, 
interrupting himself with 

a laugh. “But, man, I’m 54. 
That’s the deal. I don’t dye 
my hair anymore, I don’t 

do any of that (expletive). It 
just is what it is.” 

More concerning to 
Brolin is an issue he has 
touched on in the past: 
avoiding the over-wean- 
ing ego that can spring 
from Hollywood celeb- 
rity. He strives to avoid it 
in his behavior and gener- 
ally prefers not to deal with 
it in others — occasional 
and cathartic “freak-outs” 
excepted, he said. 

“T’ve been extremely 
lucky in the last 15 years. 

I usually find that the ego 
comes from an experience 
or this power-play thing, 
and I don’t see how that 
lends to the work at all,” he 
said. 

He didn’t seek advice

1. It might seem that the best line of play 
is to lead a heart at trick two. If North has 
the ace, you make the contract whether he 
takes it or not. Even if South has the ace, 
you still have a spade finesse to fall back 
on. 

But while it is true that the early heart 
play makes you a 3-1 favorite to make the 
contract, you can further increase the odds 
in your favor to about 4-1 -- while retaining 
your other chances -- by first crossing 
to dummy with a trump at trick two and 
returning the four of diamonds, planning to 
finesse if South follows low. 

This play sews up the contract whenever 
South has both the king and queen of 
diamonds, which will occur one-fourth of 
the time. In that case, the best he can do 
is to play the queen, which you take with 
the ace. You then return alow diamond 
to the nine. South wins with the king but 
is helpless. If he returns a spade, you go

two hearts on the J-10 of diamonds; if he 
returns a heart instead, dummy’s king 
becomes a trick, and you don’t lose a 
spade. 

2. |t would be a mistake to try to 
establish clubs, since this would surely 
lead to losing two clubs and at least three 
hearts. The play that gives you your best 
chance to get home safely is to lead the 
eight of soades at trick two, planning to 
play low from dummy if North follows low.

Carrasco solid, 
Lindor homers as 
Mets takes series

NEW YORK — Carlos 
Carrasco pitched into the 
eighth inning for the first 
time in almost three years, 
leading the New York Mets 
over the San Francisco 
Giants 6-2 on Thursday. 

Francisco Lindor, 
who had three hits, and 
Eduardo Escobar each 
connected on solo homers. 
Escobar’s second-inning 
shot gave the Mets the lead 
for good as they took three 
of four from the Giants. 

“We’re the New York 
Mets,” Lindor said with 
a grin after his first start 
at DH since Aug. 2, 2020. 
“We've got a good team.” 

Mets manager Buck 
Showalter was back in 
the dugout after missing a 
game because ofa medical 
procedure. 

Carrasco (1-0) allowed 
four hits and walked none 
while striking out seven 
over 7 *% innings. It was 
his longest outing since he 
went 7 %4 innings for Cleve- 
land on May 4, 2019, alittle 
more than two months 
before he was diagnosed 
with leukemia. 

Carrasco retired 18 ina 
row after Thairo Estrada’s 
RBI single in the second. 
Mauricio Dubon led off 
the eighth by reaching on 
an error and Curt Casali 
hit into a double play. Mike 
Yastrzemski ended Carras- 
co’s afternoon by homer- 
ing off the advertising 
signage along the second 
deck in right field. 

“You see a guy be 
successful a third time 
through the order, tells you 
he’s got a lot of weapons 
at his disposal that day,’ 
Showalter said. “He was 
good. Boy, fun to watch.” 

A crowd of 28,760 gave 
Carrasco a warm ovation 
as he walked off the 
mound, clapping into his 
glove several times. 

“It was really good,” 
Carrasco said. “We love the 
fans, and we love to play 
here. I think more impor- 
tantly, the team is winning 
some games.” 


The outing actually 
raised Carrasco’s ERA 
from 0.84 to 1.47 in three 
starts. Carrasco, who 
had three 200-strikeout 
seasons with Cleveland 
before the Mets acquired 
him along with Lindor on 
Jan. 7, 2021, posted a 6.04 
ERA in 12 starts last season, 
when he didn’t debut until 
July 30 due to a hamstring 
injury. He had a bone frag- 
ment removed from his 
right elbow in October. 

“The pedigree’s there, 
and the want to is there,” 
Showalter said. “He’s in a 
good spot. Let’s face it: The 
big thing is he’s healthy. I 
think we all know what 
Carlos is capable of when 
he’s healthy.” 


Motorin’ Marte 


Showalter acknowl- 
edged Thursday morning 
that Starling Marte prob- 
ably made the wrong deci- 
sion trying to steal second 
base with two outs, two on 
and the Mets down four 
runs in the seventh inning 
of Wednesday night’s 
game. Marte was thrown 
out on the first pitch to 
Lindor. 

But Showalter also 
said he didn’t want to do 
anything to minimize the 
aggressiveness of Marte, 
the reigning major league 
stolen base champion 
whose effectiveness on 
the bases has improved as 
he’s gotten older. Marte 
has been successful on 85 
of his last 100 attempts 
dating back to the start of 
the 2019 season after steal- 
ing at a 75% clip (214-for- 
285) from 2012 through 
2018. 

“What I don’t want our 
players to do is go back 
to the hotel or the house 
or the apartment and go, 
‘Man, I wish I’d gone with 
my gut and went for it? ” 
Showalter said. “Last thing 
I’m going to do is start 
giving him that mentality 
that we don’t trust him. I 
know what it looked like 
and felt like, but you know 
what? I kind of like him. 
I’m glad he’s on our side.”

@ Dodgers: Pitcher Trevor 
Bauer’s administrative leave 
was extended by an addi- 
tional week, through April 
29, by Major League Baseball 
and the players’ association. 
The decision on the exten- 
sion was made Thursday. 
Bauer was placed on seven 
days’ paid leave July 2 under 
the joint domestic violence 
and sexual assault policy of 
MLB and the union after a 
Southern California woman 
said he choked her into 
unconsciousness, punched 
her repeatedly and had anal 
sex with her without her 
consent during two sexual 
encounters earlier last year. 
MLB and the union have 
since agreed to 13 exten- 
sions. Bauer’s agents, Jon 
Fetterolf and Rachel Luba, 
have repeatedly pointed out 
that administrative leave 
is not a disciplinary action. 
Bauer, 31, continues to be 
paid his $32 million salary 
while on leave. Bauer didn’t 
pitch after June 29. He had 
a record of 8-2 and a 2.59 
ERA in 17 appearances in 
his first season with the 
Dodgers. He was paid his 
$28 million salary last year. 
Los Angeles prosecutors 
decided in February not to 
charge Bauer for allegedly 
beating and sexually abus- 
ing the San Diego woman he 
met through social media. 
Prosecutors were unable 
to prove the woman’s accu- 
sations beyond a reason- 
able doubt, the L.A. County 
district attorney’s office said 
in a document concluding 
their investigation. After 
winning his first Cy Young 
Award with the Reds in 
2020, Bauer agreed to a 
three-year, $102 million deal 
to join his hometown team. 

@ Tigers: Miguel Cabrera 
was intentionally walked 
in the eighth with 2,999 
career hits, setting off aloud 
chorus of boos and derisive 
chants at Comerica Park in 


Detroit as the Tigers beat the 
Yankees 3-0. The 39-year- 
old Cabrera, an 11-time 
All-Star, four-time batting 
champ, two-time AL MVP 
and Triple Crown winner, 
was 0-for-3 with two strike- 
outs, forcing him and Tigers 
fans to wait at least another 
day for him to hit the 3,000 
mark, a milestone just 32 
players have reached in 
MLB history. The 236th 
intentional walk of Cabrera’s 
career, while strategically 
sound, triggered perhaps the 
loudest boos ever heard at a 
Tigers game since Comerica 
Park opened in 2000. 

@ Red Sox: Manager Alex 
Cora tested positive for 
COVID-19 and was away 
from the team for the Red 
Sox’s 3-2 loss to the visiting 
Blue Jays. Bench coach Will 
Venable took Cora’s place 
in the dugout. Cora will 
not travel with the team to 
St. Petersburg, Fla., for the 
weekend series against the 
Rays. Cora, who’s vaccinated 
and boosted, was suffering 
from mild symptoms. 

@ Mets: Carlos Carrasco 
pitched into the eighth 
for the first time in almost 
three years, leading the 
host Mets over the Giants 
6-2. Francisco Lindor, who 
had three hits, and Eduardo 
Escobar each connected 
for solo HRs. The Mets 
took three of four in the 
series. Mets manager Buck 
Showalter was back in the 
dugout after missing a game 
because of a medical proce- 
dure. Carrasco (1-0) allowed 
four hits and walked none 
while striking out seven 
over 7 % innings.

as guards on the roster. 

UConn had eight players leave from 
the 2021-22 roster this offseason. Akok 
Akok, Rahsool Diggins, Jalen Gaff- 
ney and Corey Floyd Jr. entered their 
names in the NCAA transfer portal. 
On Monday, Diggins announced he 
will continue his collegiate career at 
UMass. 

UConn will also be without guards 
R.J. Cole and Tyrese Martin, who 
announced plans to turn pro. In addi- 
tion, Isaiah Whaley and Tyler Polley 
exhausted their eligibility. 

With Alleyne’s addition, the Huskies 
have four open scholarship spots for 
the 2022-23 season. 

UConn has been active in the portal. 
Here’s a closer look at four players that 
could fill out the Huskies’ roster. 


1. Pittsburgh guard 
Femi Odukale 


Stats: Averaged 10.5 points, 3.5 
rebounds and 3.4 assists in the 2021-22 
season. 

Former Pittsburgh guard Femi 
Odukale told CBS Sports Insider Jon 
Rothstein on Tuesday he narrowed 
down his transfer list to five schools: 
Rhode Island, Seton Hall, UConn, 
Maryland and Oregon. The 6-foot-3 
guard played two seasons for the 
Panthers and was primarily known for 
his all-around play. 

“It would be interesting to see how 
he would fit with Newton,” Cobb 
said. “They both strike me as players 
who are ball-dominant and are most 
comfortable with the basketball in their 
hands. I would be really excited as a 
UConn fan if they got Odukale because 
he took a big step from his freshman 
to sophomore year. He could poten- 
tially have three years of eligibility left 
to continue developing and growing. 

“The fact he was already a double- 
digit scorer at Pitt and showed flashes 
of a 3-point shot, I would be really 
excited about him. If they were to get 
him, he and Newton playing together 
would be a real headache for a lot of 
teams in the Big East defensively next 
season.” 

Goodman wasn’t as high on Odukale. 

“Listen, I would always want guys 
coming out of the portal that have come 
from winning programs,” he said. “He 
would scare me from that standpoint. 
Yes, he put up numbers, but he put up 
numbers for a bad team.” 


2. Wichita State guard 
Dexter Dennis 


Stats: Averaged 8.4 points, five 
rebounds and 1.6 assists in the 2021-22 
season. 

Like Newton, Hurley got an up-close 
view of Wichita State guard Dexter

Dennis in the 2019-20 season as he had 
16 points, seven rebounds, two blocks 
and two steals against UConn. So, it’s 
no surprise when Jake Weingarten 
of stockrisers.com reported UConn 
reached out to Dennis. 

The 6-5 guard is a prototypical 
Hurley player with defensive inten- 
sity, toughness, and overall length. 
He’s known for shutting down oppos- 
ing guards. “He’s a good, tough, phys- 
ical guard that’s not a great shooter or 
big-time scorer, but does everything,” 
Goodman said. “He rebounds well at 
his position. He can give you 10 points a 
game, but that’s not why you are bring- 
ing him in. You are bringing him to bea 
versatile, tough guard.” 

Dennis played four years with the 
Shockers, which Cobb views as a big 
plus. 

“Dennis has been around along time, 
but that’s what the transfer portal is all 
about, getting older,’ he said. “I think of 
him as abig, physical guard. He was the 
AAC Defensive Player of the Year. The 
interior defense has been good under 
Hurley, but the perimeter defense has 
not been as solid. Dennis would be a 
huge difference-maker. 

Cobb thinks he would fit in nicely 
with the UConn roster. 

“T really like the idea of him playing 
with Alleyne,” he said. “Now, you’ve 
got two elite role players potentially. 
You have an elite perimeter defender 
in Dennis. You’ve got an elite shooter 
in Alleyne. Those are guys that would 
be perfect pairings with Newton. With 
him, you are looking at the prototypical 
3-and-D kind of guy.” 


3. Coastal Carolina 
guard Rudi Williams 


Stats: Averaged 14.7 points, 4.2 
rebounds and 3.2 assists in the 2021-22 
season. 

Former Coastal Carolina guard Rudi 
Williams announced his final eight 
schools Sunday, with the Huskies on 
the list. 

The 6-2 guard is an impressive offen- 
sive player, shooting 44.7% from the 3 
this past season. He does a little bit of 
everything on the floor. 


“Youre talking about somebody who 
can come in and be an all-encompass- 
ing type of piece for this UConn team,” 
said national men’s basketball analyst 
John Fanta. “He’s a veteran. He’s some- 
body who can facilitate and can score 
the ball at a solid level. What I like 
about Rudi is that not only is he good 
offensively, but he led Coastal with 48 
steals this past season and is a guy they 
relied upon to defend in the backcourt 
at a high level.” 

Fanta says Williams fits Hurley’s 
system. 

“That’s the biggest thing in Hurley’s 
system is you have to be able to defend 
and create pace,” he said. “The Huskies 
played their best basketball this last 
season when they could get out on the 
open floor. 

“In the four-out offense, his role 
would look like somebody who is 
assisting and facilitating with Newton. 
He is able to affect the game not only on 
the perimeter but by being able to drive 
with dribble penetration in that four- 
out, one-in offense and facilitate for 
others. This guy can shoot the ball well 
from beyond the arc, so he provides 
them spacing. He’s somebody who hit 
four 3s a total of five times this season. 
He fits that offense well because not 
only can he take the open shot and 
make the open shot, but he can make 
plays for others.” 


4, Charlotte guard 
Jahmir Young 


Stats: Averaged 19.6 points, 5.9 
rebounds and 3.7 assists. 

Former Charlotte guard Jahmir 
Young entered his name in the transfer 
portal on Apr. 7 but primarily focused 
on the NBA draft. According to Roth- 
stein, UConn has been one of the teams 
still interested in him. 

Young is an exceptional offensive 
talent that teams can build their offense 
around. The 6-1 guard rebounds well 
for his position. 

“He’s a big-time bucket getter and a 
well-rounded offensive player,” Fanta 
said. “The type of guy you look at and 
say, when he walks in on any given 
night he could explode offensively. If 
you look at his splits this past year, he 
can be astreaky shooter. In his last four 
games of the season, he went 3-for-20 
from 3. He understands what needs 
to happen to be an effective offensive 
player.” 

Goodman feels he could be a missing 
piece for the Huskies. 

“He’s a small, quick, guard that can 
really create,” he said. “To me, you can 
never have enough of those dudes. He 
can break guys down, get to the basket 
and isn’t a great shooter, but a streaky 
shooter. He can get going. He’s kind of 
that dude that UConn was missing last 
year. R.J. Cole was good, but this kid’s 
even more of a prolific scorer. I can 
see him coming in and averaging 14-15 
points a game. He would be a guy that 
I think UConn would be very high on”

UConn has added a new coach to its 
football staff, although temporary and 
ceremonial.

The practice starts at 7 p.m., 
the last of 15 spring practices allowed 
by the NCAA.

Benedict in a statement. “His presence 
at the Blue/White Showcase will mean 
a lot to our student-athletes, coaches 
and staff, and I’m looking forward to 
expressing my gratitude in person on 
Friday.”

Bucks’ Middleton 
out at least 2 weeks

Bucks forward Khris Middleton will miss the rest of the 
defending league champions’ opening-round playoff series 
against the Bulls after suffering a sprained medial collat- 
eral ligament in his left knee during the fourth quarter of 
Wednesday night’s 114-110 loss. 

The Bucks announced Thursday that the three-time 
All-Star wouldn’t be available for Game 3 of the Eastern 
Conference series Friday night in Chicago, but ESPN 
reported that Middleton will be out at least two weeks. 

The series is tied 1-1. 

“You feel for him,” Bucks guard Wesley Matthews said. 
“Khris is a huge part of this team, this organization, this 
city.” 

Middleton headed into the locker room with 6:49 left in 
the Bucks’ loss. His left leg gave out while he tried to plant 
on aspin move. 

The Bucks’ injury report for the game Friday doesn’t 
include forward Bobby Portis, an indication he should be 
available to play after missing most of Game 2 witha right 
eye abrasion. Portis took a hit to the face from the Bulls’ 
Tristan Thompson late in the first quarter as both players 
were going after a rebound. 

The third-seeded Bucks won’t have reserve guard 
George Hill, who still hasn’t played in this series due to 
an abdominal strain. 

The injury situation may not rattle the Bucks. Last year, 
two-time league MVP Giannis Antetokounmpo hyperex- 
tended his left knee in Game 4 of last season’s East finals 
against the Hawks. 

Antetokounmpo missed the final two games of that 
series but returned for the next round and was named 
the MVP of the Bucks’ NBA Finals victory over the Suns. 

As he discussed Middleton’s injury Wednesday, Ante- 
tokounmpo said he could understand what his teammate 
is going through. 

“Tt’s tough,” Antetokounmpo said. “I know that feeling. 
You don’t want to listen to nobody. You don’t want to talk 
to nobody because you really don’t know what itis. ... Atthe 
end of the day, he knows that we are by his side.” 

DeMar DeRozan made sure Wednesday that the sixth- 
seeded Bulls altered their painful recent history against 
the Bucks. 

DeRozan scored a career playoft-high 41 points as the 
Bulls held on for the victory in Milwaukee. Nikola Vucevic 
added 24 points and 13 rebounds, while Zach LaVine had 
20 points as the Bulls beat the Bucks for just the second 
time in their last 19 meetings.

The Super Bowl cham- 
pion Rams should have 
plenty of company sitting 
out the first round of the 
NFL draft next week. 

The franchise that hasn’t 
made a selection in round 
one since taking Jared 
Goff in 2016 and doesn’t 
currently have another 
first-round pick until 
2024, is set to be joined by 
a record seven other teams 
that have traded away their 
first-round picks in what 
has become a growing 
trend in recent years. 

Whether it’s teams 
emulating the Rams’ 
model of flipping uncer- 
tain picks for cost-con- 
trolled rookies for more 
proven veterans with 
more lucrative contracts 
or others that followed 
the path the Chiefs and 
Bills used by trading future 
first-round picks to move 
up to take a future fran- 
chise quarterback, teams 
are opting out of the first 
round at a furious pace. 

This will mark the third 
time in four years that at 
least seven teams won’t 
make a pick in the first 
round barring one of those 
teams trading back up, 
something that happened 
just twice in the first 52 
years of the common draft. 

Former Buccaneers 
GM and SiriusXM analyst 
Mark Dominik said the 
increased salary cap, more 
power for players and GMs 
willing to take more risks 
have led to the change. 

No one has been as 
ageressive as the Rams. 
GM Les Snead traded two 
first-round picks to move 
up to take quarterback 
Jared Goffin 2016, another 
first for receiver Brandin 
Cooks in 2018, traded out 
of the first round in 2019 
for more picks, dealt two 
more first-rounders to 
acquire All-Pro corner-

back Jalen Ramsey and 
two more for quarterback 
Matthew Stafford. 

It added up to a Super 
Bowl-winning roster last 
season. 

“The model is working,” 
Snead said. “It’s allowing 
us to consistently win 
games, contend for the 
NFC West. We'll try to 
use our picks in an inno- 
vative, creative way, and 
sometimes it will be pick- 
ing players in the draft and 
sometimes it will be using 
them to acquire players.” 

The aggressiveness by 
the Rams has rubbed off 
on other teams, looking to 
match the success they’ve 
had in recent years. 

Broncos coach Nathan- 
iel Hackett said there’s 
never “too high of a price 
on anybody that’s great” — 
especially when it comes 
to quarterbacks. Denver 
had been dealing with a 
revolving door of medioc- 
rity at the most important 
position ever since Peyton 
Manning retired seven 
years ago but now has 
Russell Wilson in place. 

“... You have to have 
a quarterback to have a 
chance,” Hackett said at 
the owners meetings last 
month. “It’s whatever it 
takes to get a quarterback.” 

Of the eight teams that 
gave away their first-round 
picks this year, the Broncos 
were one of six who did it 
in trades for QBs along 
with the Rams, Browns 
(Deshaun Watson), 
49ers (Trey Lance), Colts 
(Carson Wentz) and Bears 
(Justin Fields). 

The other teams to 
do it were the Raiders 
and Dolphins, who both 
traded top picks away to 
add game-breaking receiv- 
ers they hope can get more 
out of their existing quar- 
terbacks with the Raiders 
getting Davante Adams 
from the Packers and the 
Dolphins getting Tyreek 
Hill from the Chiefs. 


Tyson punches fellow 
passenger on airline

Authorities were inves- 
tigating Thursday after 
ex-heavyweight champ 
Mike Tyson was recorded 
on video punching a fellow 
passenger on board a plane 
at San Francisco Interna- 
tional Airport. 

The video shows Tyson 
leaning over the back of 
his seat repeatedly striking 
the unidentified man inthe 
head, drawing blood.

Prior to the physical 
altercation, the man is seen 
on the video standing over 
Tyson’s seat, waving his 
arms and talking anima- 
tedly while the former 
boxer sits quietly. 

San Francisco police 
responded Wednesday 
around 10 p.m. toa “physi- 
cal altercation” on a plane 
at the airport’s domestic 
terminal, officials said. 

Both Tyson, 55, and 
the other passenger were 
released pending further 
investigation. 

In the 1990s Tyson 
served three years 
in prison after being 
convicted of rape.
